And with this reſolnfion be gane the ſpurres to his 
Pozſe, when it was not long befoze bee got among the thic⸗ 
keft of the Pwzes, where he behelde the enemte ſo ftrong, 
and the Chaiſtians ſo weake , as the day was like to pꝛoue 
daungerous anddiſmall, Fozthe Pʒince Gamezio, was e- 
ſtemed one of the beſt Knightes thzougball A ſia, and that 
dape he behaned himſelfe (0 roughly amongſt the C hzflians, 
as ſth to ſay, they were enfozced to retire towards the Cit- 
Which when the Emperour beheld, who remained with 
no great ſtrength to defend the Citie, be was not à litle gres 
ned to ſe his men turue their backes on the ya enimies, e dif 
— tremſe lues in ſuch feare full and diſmaping ſozte. But 
lorendos, the Pꝛince Caniano vſed ſuch meanes, as they 
got them ſ@ne in arape againe, and returned on the enemies 
witha krech and hardie charge. T ariſius ſhe wed himſelfe ve⸗ 
ry valiant, amd abuentureus, ſtriuing by all the meanes he 
could to tquall the Pꝛinte Florendos, whe that days gave ta- 
ſtimonie of moſt rare exploits:ſa theſe the noble Gentlemen 
paſt from rancke ta rancke, ſending all to the carth that dw 
withftand them. Gamezio ſ&ing bis men ſo bletelie laughs 
tered an euer ſlce, mrting with I ariius, would take renege 
dn him, delivering him ſuch a crue li ſtroke on the head with 
' his ſwoꝛd as down be fell to the ground ſo aſfoniſhed, as us 
enemte might even then bane flaine him: and ſo he bad done 
but foz the Pzince Florendos , who ſ&ing the Mie aurun⸗ 
ting hunſelfe on his Stpztops, to reach a full ftroke at Ta- 
riſius on the ground, lifted hum quite out of his @advic with 
dis Lannce, and bare him ſo rude lie there with tothe earth, 
as bzeaking his necke with the fall, he gave vype the gholt. 
TUhben the Pts beheide Gamezio theyz Generall flaine,

into the Cittie,cried,helpe,hclpe Tariſius, whom Florendos 


(cœking to rob th: Emperours Paltace ) hath cruelly mut» 


dered, This nopſe was heard by Griana, Lerina , and Car- 
dina, who were in the Garden ſtaying foz Florendos; which 
did ſo amaze the har dieſt ofthe thae , as they knewe not 
what countenance to ſette on the matter; eſpecially Griana, 
whome this feare had ſtrooken into a dead traunce, but Le⸗ 
rina andher Biſter taking her vp in theyz armes, conu ꝛped 
her into her Chamber, and ſone after into her bed, when 
recoucring her ſelfe, in extreame weeping thus ſpake. Alas 
miſerable wꝛetch Þ J am, doth Foztune employ all meanes 
ſhe can foz my deſtruction? well, let her do the vttermoſte 
ſpight cher can, foꝛ Jam well aſſured befoze it be long , that 
death ſhall tryumphe abouc all her diſcourteſies, Cardina

Griana hearing him ſpeake fo roughly, anſwered him as 
gaine thus mildly, Mp Lozdand Father, J beſ&che pou fo 
pardon me, vou accuſe me, and J know not whereof:if J haue 
done euill, it is in vou to chaſtiſe me as you ſhall pleaſe:and 
if Abe innocent, voachſafe god Father not to condemne 
ma.

me mol} in opinion is, that our nœre alſiaunce in kindʒe d, 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
vongeſt peares to this pꝛeſent, hath bene ol ſuch equall and 
familiar condition: as it ſcemes fo mee impollible to reue⸗ 
rence dim with that intire dutie, which women muſt and 
aught ve to their Buſbands. Wherefoze my god Led 
aud Father, J perſwade my ſelfe (vnder your co2rcction) 
tpat you ſhonld ſuppoꝛt me in this iuſt requeſt: the rather in 
reſpea ol my pꝛeſent eſtate, which may induce you ſomwhat 
to conteiue, that the obſequies of my buriall is moze libely 
to be folemnized, then thoſe holy-ceremonies that 'ſhonld 
be bſed at mp marriage.

0 TE atipe is Peraldes into all the pzoninces of 
. Furope, wbo executed their charge withluch 
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Sz, Wligence, as there was nocourtofTmpes 
rour, King, oꝛ Pzince, but they declared the tnterpꝛiſe of 
theſe two poung Pzinces, So that one ofthe Pzinces He⸗ 
' raldes, accompanied With the Bing of Armes belonging to 
the Duke of Sauoy, came to the Empe rozs Court of Alle- 
maigne, which then was furniſhed with a great namber of 
ALozdes and nights, being there to ſole mnize the daye of 
bis byath, but eſpecially Pa'merin aboue all the teſt, fry» 


umphing in the leue of his Miſtreſe Po ina:da. The e⸗ 


ralts being entres the great Pall, founde the Emperour 


litting in his chayzc ot e ſtate, with many Pinter, * 
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be Paince Lewes foyfull of the Bing his fas 
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and noble perſonages about him: who graunting them li⸗ 
bertie of ſpteche , the Herald of Fraunce began firſt in this 
manner. 

Ailuftrions and moſt re doubted Empe rour, the cauſe why 
we thus pzeſume befoꝛe pour Maio ſtie, is by the tommaun⸗ 
dement of the vertuous pong pꝛince Lewes, ſen to our dead 
102d Agarie Ring ol Fraunce, as alſo of the Duke of Sauoy 
his Cozin, ſo god a Knight as may well commaund: what 
our mellage is, ſo pleaſe your highnes to cal al your knights 
in pꝛeſente, betauſe it chefely concerneth them, we with du⸗ 
tie will deliuer it. The Emperour pzeſently called foz all 
knights and Gentlemen of his Conrt, who deſirous of the 
ne wes, were not log in coming, befoze whom he ſaid, Dꝛe ad 
Lo3d, the pꝛinte Lewes of France my maiſte r, tommẽ ds him 
to your Maieſtie with this Letter, may it pleaſe your grace 
to command it to be read, and pon ſhall ſone ſee the effc of 
our Emtaſſage , Zhe Emperour cauſed his Secre tarie to 
read it openlie, and becauſe it cotained what you haue heard 
alreadie , it ſhall benadleſle to waſt longer time in falke 
therok: but the letter beeing read,the herald thus pꝛocæ ded. 
Cyꝛ Pꝛinte my Maiſter ( woozthie Emperour) giues the 
Bnigbts of your Court ( as elſe - where) to vnderſtand, that 
be entends to pꝛooue by derdes of Armes, ho no Ladye 
in the woꝛld is comparable in beautie tothe Ladie he loues, 
which her will bee readie to maintaine in Combat the firſt 
of Pate next, and ſeauen dapes following, in his Tent be⸗ 
foze the Gates of Paris, there will hee verifie it againſt ell 
tommers that dare auerre the tontrarie. Afterward he rd- 
pearſed all the conditions to be obſerutd in this Combate, 
and the King of Armes to the Duke ol Savoy, made known 
bis Diilters challenge likewiſe as yon haue heard. The 
Emperoꝛ meruailing at this mellage, ſaid. Withont doubt 
the Ladies had nerd to be fayze, and my Coins your ai⸗ 
ters valiant and hardie, elle it is toubtfall how ſuch an en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe will fall out, foꝛ the affections of pet ſous are tiers; 
and ther koꝛtunes daungerdus, neuertheleſle Ireſfire the 
iſſue 
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inne may ſoꝛt to their honour. Theſe Loꝛda and Knights 
baue heard pour meilage, and J tudge ſome of them will 
pꝛouide to be there, becauſe they p2ize the beautic ofthey 
Ladyes atashigharate, as your maſters do eſfeme their 
faire friendes: pet let them doo what they thinke moſt ex⸗ 
pedient, betauſe they are olde inor:gh to make you anſwere.

In ſooth Palmerin, J grcatly toubtet {is 
ſoone as J heard theſe ne wes from Fraunce) that it wound 
not pafſe without pour pꝛeſence, Which Tiſpicalcth mee, not 
ſo much foz their follie,as your ebſcnce, which is and wil be 
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fo me greater græſe then you iudge : but let me intreate 
that thy returue map be ſpeedie, and ſtayno longer then 
thon haſt god occaſion.

The Ewperoz vnwilling to foꝛgo bim. and loth fo 
binder knightly chivairie,ſayd, Mithout queſtion Pal me- 
rin, the Latyis inde bted to you, and vou declare vripeatia- 
ble loue, that faz her beautie you de liuer ro. r ſelſe to ſo 
great hazard: but as foz your intent to my honour, J rathi r 
delight to haue it by pour pzeſence , then thirſt atter ſuch 
applauſe w'th your abſence.

Nowe was Trincus 
tt Emperoure Sonnt a pong Pꝛinte, and had nat vet re- 


cetued 
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teiued his oꝛder of knighthood, he hearing of Palmerins 
departure, was maruailcus dec ſirous to beare him compa- 
nie: wherupon he knerled befoze bis father, intreating him 
not to denie him one requeſt. Demaund trhat thou wilt 
my Sonne ( quoth he) Jgraunt it the, Then J beſ&ch you 
god father, ſaide he, to ſuffer me (& Fraunce with noble 
Palmerin, that J niap be acquainted with the tourte ſie and 
tiuiltie of that nation, not doubting but ſoone to deſcrue my 


knighthood. And yet if befoze A receine myozder, IJ ſa 


theſe high and woozthy deeds of Armes, happily they may 
entice mc to follow their vertues : befde, if now I looſe ſo 
god an occofign offered, J know not when I ſhall compaſſe 
the like commodity, therefoze (good father) let me not ber 
denyed, The EM perour offendedfo2 his raſh pꝛomiſe to his 


ſonne, laboured to change his minde, yet all would not 


ſerue, foz the Pꝛince pʒomiſed to goſoconertly , as none 
ſchould know him. Wherefoze he called Palmerin, who as 
pet was not departed the Hall, ſaping. Jſ> Sy2 Palmerin, 
you thall not go alone in your voyage, fo2 my ſonne I ri⸗ 
neus deſires to be pour companion ; foz which cauſe Jcotn- 
mit bim fo pou, and deſire you to conceiue ſs well of him, as 
at your returne we maybe all merrie together. Which 
Palmerin pzomifed, whereupon the Emperour calied foz

Coze (werte friend) J iatreate you with all my heart, and 


vy the vnfained lone you beare me, to leaue ſuch dangerous 


enterpꝛiſes, Where death is commonip moze frequent 
then liſe. Theſe woꝛos came with ſuch amiable conturatis 
on from the Pꝛinceſſe, as Palmerm (though loth to be diſs 
fwadez)anſwcred, Letme pzenaile with you ſo farre god 
Pagdamcc, as net to miſlike my enterpꝛiſe fo2 your gratious 
toue,foz the honour you heue doone me, in making me pour 
knight, J pꝛtze at ns leſſe value then my dercſt bloud „ and 
Qouid I be helde from theſe French cxploits, vawoozthy 
were I to be your Servant 2: in that (as vou knowe )no 
knight but carries the honour of his ladye in ſuch account, 
as hee p2ckerres that befozc his 8wne life. at then madame 
in religion ofthis office, J abſent my ſelf te; a while, I al 
æccompliſh nothing but my duty, whereto your ſclife bound 
We, and J hope to execute with ſuch ſuccede, as you ſhall 
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beare the pꝛize efbeautie, no! onclyfrom the Ladyes of 
Fraunce and Ailemaigne, but from all Ch:iſtendome, yea, 
the whole world, map I line ts trauaile it. Deo not then 
(\w#te miſtreſſe) millike, if Jabſent myſeltc foz a cauſe 
ſo reaſonable, and continue me ſtill in pour fauouyable con- 
teit, as ber that was bozne to doo you ſeruice.

Theſe wo2ds 
were ſealed with many devout kifſes , and Ptolome had 
like paine in perlwading Brionella, yet this contentedthem 
in the end, that the honoz of their tranale the renowns 
ol their beautis, and ſo with lozted tent they loningly 
departed.

Kings of Armes ryving betoꝛe, Dzums, Phiſes, Truw-

Gates, be ing beautifull and very ſumptuous, and at the 
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pets and Clarions ſounding ſo gallantly, as mate the ayze 
deliuer a moſt ſw#te Eccho. Be ſoze him in a very ſump, 
tudus Coch, was carried the curious counterfeit of the 
Duchelſe, ſo ſuperficially ſet foozth with ſuch perfection 
of arte, as though it had bene the liuely Duchelle ber ſelfe. 
After followed Pꝛince Lewes in glozious gilt armour, all 
pacrgrauen with moſt artificiall flowers, and mounted on 
a Courſer of Spaine, eſte med one ofthe beſt runners in Eu⸗ 
rope, which made way with bꝛaue and loftie veltages, as 
did not a little delight the beholders ; one of the chefe pꝛin⸗ 
tes of the Ceurte bearing his Helmet, and another his 
Launte. That node J make further repozt of the Pꝛintes 
trpumph, he comming to the field with ſuch equipage, as 
well beſemed the houſe from whence he diſcended and as 
beſemed a louely Knight in pꝛeſente of his Ladie : who as 
her fanonr had ſent him that mozning, a coſtly Girdle gar⸗ 
niſhed with rubies, diamonts, great emeraulds and ether 
bnualaable ſtones, with a Swoꝛde ſo god as euer Knight 
woze, and therewith rode he gy2ved to the Field. Be loze 
be went, tde king bis father thus ſpake to hin Mv Sonne, 
this day and all the other following, Foꝛtune ſperde thee 
ſs well, as thou maiſt winne the honour my heart dot wiſh 
ther. y Lozde, anſwered the Þ2ince, J bope befoze tbe 
ſennight be finiſhed, to accomplilh pour deſire effectually,ſo 
fanoaur me ſhe that may commaund mee. Ss leaning the 
King he came to the place appointed foz the Combate, the 
Judges placing themlelues where they ould, and the 
Pzince bimſelle in his Tent, where hauing bis Piffrefle 
picture let on the appointed place, be commanded the trum⸗

Fraunce was vanquiſhed by the Duke 
of Gaule, arriued at Paris Palmerin, 
Trineus, and their fraine, but the com⸗ 
bate was firſt ended, wherefoze they 
| commanded they2 Squires to pzepare 
e tttderz Tent. Palmenn bnderſtanding 
that the duke was conquered, greued not a little, in that he 

came no ſooner to win the honoꝛ ofthe Pꝛinte: vet knows 
ing, il now he tould conquer the Duke, moze honour ſhould 
ariſe to him then by the Pꝛince Lewes, hee contented him⸗ 

lelfe, paſſing that night in his Tent with the ÞPzince Tri- 

neus, in divers arguments of the Combate betweene Lewes 

of Fraunce and the Duke: yet was Lewes highly tommen⸗ 

ded of Palmerin though he were onercome, becauſe he bad 
fo b:aucly done the two fozmer daies againſt al the knights 
that came. All this night could not Palmerin pe, thin⸗ 
king on the day enſuing, but riſing early in the mozning # 
tommending himfelfc to God in his p2avers , he put on the 
Coate of armes his Lady Polinarda gaue him befoze his 
vepatture, and tooke the couaterfeit of bis Lady in bis 
armes, not thinking any of dis Knights 02 fquires wcozs 
tie to beare it, ano thus accompanied with T riveus and 


et;er 
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other Allemaizne Lozdes, eutred the Lyſtes with io bzaue 
a geſture and countenaunce » às eue rp one commended him 
fo; a god Knight, And hauing placed the picture on the ac⸗ 
cuſtomed monument, as if had bene to the liuelp creature 
her ſeife, he thus began Ah perlect mirrour ol all beautie, 
vertue and excellencie, reſolne the ſelfe this day to bcare 
the palme of honour from all Ladics in the woꝛlde, in that 
pour Knight cranes a thoaſaud deathes, befoze he gine cons; 
ſent ts the contrarie: andperſwades bimſelfe ſo aſſured of 
pour pꝛeſent fauour, as he durſt venture on a whels Army, 
to kepe his religion in your diuine ſeruice. Theſe wozds 
were ſpoken ſo loud, as the duke of Gaule heard him, where- 
with not contented, he aunſweres. WWhat now Knight de⸗ 
maundeſt thou courage of a Ladie to delend her beautie, ill 
tanſt thou perfozme what thon-ſpeakeſt, if thou bee ns bet⸗ 
ter pꝛouided. Foz all that Sir, ſayd Palmerin, J hope to 
make you graunt what J (ay., and that there is not a fap⸗ 
rer Ladie liuing, then ſhe& whoſe figure thon beere behol⸗ 
deft, otherwiſe A ſhall conſtraine th# whither thou wilt oz 
no. That ſhali we ſœ, guoth the Duke, ſo departing into 
their Tents to be armed, and readie ta Jouſt, they met ſo 
valiantlye fogither, as they bzake their Launces bzauelpe 
without mouing cache other, and taking newe ſtaues en⸗ 
countred againe, when the Dake was vnhozled , and Pals 
merin verie ſoze woiided;ſo betaking them ts their [wozds, 
continued a daungerous anddoubtfull Combat, till in the 
end Palmerin ouercame the Duke, and delding his [ woꝛde 
readie to cut off his head, ſapd.

Palmerin ſent hear tie thankes 
ts the Pꝛince, as well fo2 his pzeſent as his got will, and 
continued in his deuotre te his Ladies beantie , as that cay 
he honoured ber with the conqueft of foure French Knights, 
and the ſubmiſlionot their Ladies poztraitorcs : pet about 
all, Palmerin commendedto Trineus the vaiour of the Eng⸗ 
hihman confirming the Dake fo2 a choſen knight at arme 8, 
and neither Frenchman, Italian, Spanyard, Enghſtiman, Ro- 
maine, o; Grecke , that attempted againft Palmerin in the 
following daies, but ſtili he bare away the viaoꝛr, and Po- 
hnardacs picture their Ladies obeyſaunce . T he laſt o the 
epght daies, came ints the fielde rye Lo2dof A lbret, greatly 
eſteemed fo2 pꝛowe ſſe and chivalrie , and hee would defend 
the beautie of his French Ladie: but Pa'merin after along 
and tedious fight, bzought him and his Piſtreſſe among the 
vanquiſhed, and ſo tõtluded the French pzinces enterpziſe to 
his owne immoztal honoz, Afterward came the King Aga- 
nell, with the pzinces and Loꝛds ot his Court to Pa'merins

Almerin not as yet in perfect health, 
« | was aduertiſed, hoo the Duke of Sauoy 
=! havde conquered tze Duke of Lorrayne, 
fighting foz the beautie of the Pzincefle 
Dolmarda, the conceit wherofſo greeued 
bim as nothing could mozꝰ, to ſe her hos 
2.2 no; ſo badip defended, whom obour all e- 
tber he eſteemed dereft, which made him 
in great chollcr ſay befoze the Pzince Trineus. By God 
my Lozve ) Love mate a flender choyſe of the Duke of 
orrayne fez his vaſſaple , and Madame Polinarda ſcant 
wiſe to chuſe him foz her Champion, inreſpc of the cxcets 
lent be +utie Nature hath beſtowed on her. And pet it could 
not be imagtned , how the Dake of Lorray ne ſhoulo gaine 
the vinozy without ſhame, in la king honour beyond his oes 
lert , becauſe he is vnwoꝛthy ſuch cxtrao2dinary fauour: 
which makes me repute it rather of a fapnt heart, then any 
want of a iuſt quatrel i. Trineus hearing P. lmerin ſo affecs 
tionate in his ſpeeches, in a merry laughter ſaid. Xp god 
ſoth Hir Palmerin, the Dake ot Lorraine was but il?couns 
celled. to enter the Combat iz my Siſters beautic without 
ber licence, in that he once learned, how pou toulde deft nd 
it much better then hee. Palmerin fearing he had ſpoken 
| moze 
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moꝛ: then he ought, becanſe he diſcourſed his lone to opens 
ly, ereuſc d the matter thus. Il it were not (my Loꝛde) that 
J deubꝭ to offer ſozong toa Ladie, on ivhowetependeth my 
life, aud wheme J loue moze dere then my felfe 3 J would 
tauſe the Frenchman well to vnderſtand, how Madame Po- 
linarda pour Siſter, ſurpaſſeth in all perfections eyther of 
grace oz beantie, all the Ladies of this Ceuntxy, pea, 3 dare 
fay ofthe whole wozid ;therefoze one map caſtly contecture, 
that the Dake of Lorrayn during the combat, had his mind 
fred on baſer occaffons, When Trineus ſmiling to ſæœ Pal- 
merin ſo diligent to ſhabow his loue, ſaid. It is no ſkraungs 
matter Frende Palmerin, to ſce pzeſuming mindes payds 
with ſelfe-ſame copne , as the Dake is: and pet J cannot 
meruaile enough, that my Siſter Polinarda would not come 
mit this matter to your charge, ſhe hauing had ſo god knotu⸗ 
ledge of your valour and pꝛoweſſe. {Theſe ſpœches pleaſed 
not Palmerin a little, and did in ſuch ſot encourage him, as 
fo: the iniurie done his Ladie by the Dake of Sauoye, in ſet⸗ 
ting her figure at the fete of Luccmania , had not Trine- 
us perſwaded him with fayze ſpeeches , all ficke and ſoze as 
be was, he would haue gone to reuenge this diſhonoz, Not⸗ 
witpftanding, her called Ptolome ſecretlie, laying. Thon 
knoweſt (my tre Freend) what ſhame is otfered her, to 
whom J was deſtented befoze my byzth , by the pꝛeſumpti⸗ 
on ok an ouer- bolde Knigþt , and what areefe it is to mee, 
that J cannot at this pꝛeſent reuenge this wꝛong my lelfe, 
I pꝛap the thcrefoze ſapply my inſufficiencie , and enter 
the Combat with that vaine-glozious Dake, of whem thou 
maiſt gaine honour and yeelve me content,in giuing eaſe fs 
my afflictions, which elſe are inſuppoztable. J pzomiſe you 
my Lozve, aunſwered Prolome , befo2e pou made the moti⸗ 
on J intended it, and J will accompliſh it with ſuch god 
wilt, as J doubt net to ouercome the Duke of Sauoye. And 
fo: mp Miſtreſſe Brionella , will Jenter the fielde, whole

will pꝛap, that rby ſoztune may fall out fo my tearts dr ſirc. 
Tvus Trineus, Palmerin and Ptolome, were paſſing ibe 
time with other noble inen, of the valour of the Dube of 
Sauoy e againſt alt fraunge Rnigbts, and how he had fep⸗ 
led the Duke of Lorrayne , had not bis Fiozic fallen on bim 
and mained bim, sthcrwile he bzenght the Comtate to 
ſo god atudgment, as he had won the kenour ofthr ffe!de, 
TUWhercat Pal merin was mozc offended then betoze.breanie 
btmſeife was not able to revenge this miſtoꝛtune ; bars 
withall he conceived a kinde of icalorſic of thr Duke of Lor⸗ 
rayne, becanſe hee had choſen his Ladie Polinarda foz his 
Liftreſle , and on ber behalfe had entred the Combate, 
and howe her durſt place her picture on the Piller with her 
name, without he had receiued ſome commaundementfcom 
der, which conceit ſo greeued him, as his ou des began to 
be as daungerous as at the firſt , continually labouring in 
bis thoughts, now with the lightncs, then againe with the 
conſfancie of Women, neuertheleſſe, he could not izoge(afs 
fcaing earnc ſtly the vertues of his Lady )that he would bee 
of ſuch a double liking, and in this doubtiull eſtate,ſayd, Ab 
God, I (& that Women wia ligbtip.and loſe againe moꝛe 
eafiite, Then repcnting his woꝛt s, falloms on thus, O hcas 
uens, and what ſhall J ſay? it is impoſſible that ſhee ( meas 
ning Po.inarda ) ſhontd be ſo fozgetfull, and neuer will J 
bel ue, that a pꝛinteſſe ſo wiſe and vertuous, would reward 
me with ſuch treaſon, which may not, nay I dare ſweare 
cannot, once enter her thoughts. Pet would not all opini⸗ 
ons ſerut to allaythis new iealouſte, but ſtill it had pow» 
cr to confcund reaſon; and all the night continued he in this 
variable concctf, fill the next mozning, when Ptolome ( ſo 
ſone as the Sun aroſe ) accompanied with Tnneus, went 
to his Tent, where bæing armed, all ſauing his Helmet, 
hauing 
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bauing his Launce and Sherlde, be came to the Duke, ſays 
ing. Thou knoweſt Knight the cauſe of my comming, ſtand 
vpon thy guarde , fo2 4 fight foz beautie. The Dake (uds 
dainly at theſe woꝛds mounted on hozicbacke , and ranne as 
gainſt his enemie with ſuch [trength , as Prolome caft the 
Duke forth ok his ſaddle , and ſudainlye alighted with his 
Gwozde dz awne: but the Dake reconering himſclfe,cnters 
tained him in Harper fozt then he expected, Now beganne 
betweene them acrnell and pittious Combat, as their Ars 
mour,ſheldes and \wozves, fle we about in peeces , andthe 
blond trickling downe their bodies in manie places, ſo that 
it was generally reputed, how the fight could not end with⸗ 
out the loſſe of both their lines. Pet in the ende, the Duke 
being of ſtronger conffituticn then Ptolome, and greetpof 
victo2p oner his ene mie, ran (8 violently vpon him as hes 
got him on the grounde,and he being vppermecſt,offered (0 
fake the aduauntage of his life: but the Judges fozbidding 
if, cauſed Prolome to be carried into his Tent ; where the 
P2ztnce Trineus ſtaped, not a littis (oary fo; this great mils 
foztune, The Dake like wiſe foze wounded was carryed in⸗ 
to his Pauillion, but firit he ſatve the poꝛtrait of Brionella 


ſette in the rauche ol the conquered, The ſame day did the 


Dake fight with a Þnigbtof Scotland at the Pace, whe 
not nimble enough in vling that weapon, inthe end has the 
fople, and thzee other Knights afterward af ſeuerall wea⸗ 
pons , ſo that it was admirable to beholve the cxptoſts of 
Armes the Duke did, in that no Knight as yet medled with 
him, but departed with ſhame , and their Ladies pictures 
placed as vanquiſhed. And now was Palmerins Combate 
againft the Duke of Gaule not talkedon , fo the Duke of 
Sauoy was accounted the onely Knight in the wozlo, to the 
no ſmall iopof the Pzinceſſe Lucemania , who perſwaded 
her ſe lie now, that her beantie was moſt excellent. But thee 
was not (o pleaſant as Palmerin was penſſue, and enraged 
ont of meaſvre: notwithſtanding bis weakencs, and the ofs 
teu intreaties of T rineus, be would nedes fo the flelde, — 
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ing. God my Loꝛd perſwade me not, foꝛ IJrecken not my 
life, ſo J may take vengeaunce of the diſhoncur done te 
my Ladie your Siffer : the manifold courteſies of the Em- 
perour your Father, haue ſo bounte me to her and you , as 
ercede my life farre, and therefoze J beſ&ch vou not to hin⸗ 
der me. Trineus pct ouercame him by perſwaſtons, aſuring 
him to bane time ſufficient foz His renenge , whercat great- 
tie diſpleaſed, he feigned dimſelle to be whole ſoner then he 
was indede , foz the great deſire hee had to deale with the 
Duke, AndPzince Lewesangrie , to ſee the Duke hold the 
fielde longer then he did, not able to ber ouercome by ante 
Knight, came to Palmerinſaping, J knowe not my Lozd, 
Whither you vnderſtande the Duke of Sauoyes vidoꝛies as 
gainſt ſo manie hardie Knights , but belike bis ſtrengty is 
much better then mine was, oz Foztune allowes him moze 
fauour then hee did to me. In my conceit, if pou enter not 
the Combat, you do me wzong and your ſelfe to:and if bee 
depart hence with victozy , then ſhall J haue cauſe to com⸗ 
plaine ot you : in that his ſuccefle hath made bim ſo bꝛaue 
and pꝛeſumptuous, as though no night is able to anſwere 
him in the flelde: let me intreate you Sir Palmerin to abate 
bis pzide , and (as well he de ſerues) make him knowe his 
folly,” Palmerin hauing greater deſire to erecuie this mat⸗ 
fer, then thus to be intreated, returned the P2ince this ans 
fwere. $PyLo2de, God gines hononr and vidoꝛy to whom 
be pleaſeth , without ether regarde of the cauſe oz the per⸗ 
fons, Ifacco2ding to bountie oz nobility ot minde hee diſtri⸗ 
buted ſuch gifts , then had you bene among the better ſoꝛte, 
as furniſhed ſufficientlye with valour and magnanimitie : 
vet it your enterpꝛiſe haue not ſozteb to your deſire, account 
is ſoz cet taine, that it is ſoꝛ your god, andfoz other rea⸗ 
ſons thenare to you known, foꝛ ſuch matters are his lecrets, 
| andh@doth ballance them by bie diuine wiſedome. Not- 

withffanding, as well to ſatiſſie your requeſt, as eaſe mine 
ane minde, to mozrowe mozning will Jenter my Tevf, 
albeit my pꝛeſent eſtate would haue me ſtay a while: there

will J Combate with the Duke, not certaine how foztune 
meanes to deale with mee , But happen what ſhall, J gs 
with a minde toconquere , and doubt not but the iſſue will

this aunlwere the Pꝛince ſatiſfied , departed, pet was bas

Tr daies togither had the Duke of Sauoy 
Fe, maintained this quarrell, foz the beaus 

| tie of his Ladie Luceniania,qnoknight 

as pet could get any aduantage of him, 
vntil the ſeauenth dap, when Palmerin 
pꝛepared himſe Ife to the fielde, and en⸗ 
fred his tent, actompanied with Pzince 
| Lewesof France, I rincus and many o- 

tber Pꝛinces. The King with all his traine taking they3 
ſtanding to behold the Combat, Pa!merincame armed fw2tb 


of his Tent, ſaning his Helmet, which was carried befoze 


him by two Squircs with his Sheld and Mate, and next 
to them came two Pzinces , who bare the poztraiture of 
bis Tadie Polinarda, which being ſette on the Püler, ber 
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claſped on his Helmet, and taking his Mate in his hante, 


marched tothe Dukes Tent , and thus ſurnmonev him, 
Knigþt, thou haſt long enough defended the field, and tomy 
great greefe that it hath bene ſo long, my turne is nowe 
come, and it is god reaſon I ſhoulde keepe if tte reſt of the 
time : fo2 the Ladie whome J loue, is not onely muck moze 
beautifull tben thine, but beſide, excelieth all other whatſss 
euer, and if thou wilt not confefſe the ſame,J will not leaue 
the with this Mate till J bare foꝛced thee to do it. J knowe 
not ſaive the Duke, what thou canſt tw , but Jam of the 
minde , that A ſhall (one quallifie thy oner bolde bzauing. 
At theſe woꝛds the Duke taking his Mace, deliuered Pal- 
merin ſo ſounde a ſtroke en the heade , as made him to ſtage 
ger, but Palmerin requited him well againe fe it, and long 
bad they fought tegither , and bzniled eache other very pit⸗ 
tifally, till at length Palmerin gaue the Duke ſuch a cruell 
iroke betweene the heade and the ſhoulders, as hee fell to 
the grounde cleane bereft of ſence : when Palmerin faking 
off his Helmet, would not offer him'any further violence, 
but ſetting his \wozde agaiuſt his bʒeſt, ſaid. Pow am J ſul⸗ 
ficientlp rtuenged on him, that ſo ill intreated the figure of 
the moſt layꝛeſt among Ladies. The Judges of the flelde, 
thinking Palmerin would haue ſlaine the Duke, came run⸗ 
ning to him with theſe woꝛds. Conte nt you p, be his van- 
quiſhed, and hath no power to de end himſelfe, he reup⸗ 
Palmerin put vppe his ©wo2d againe, and leauing the 
uke, went pꝛeſentip to the Piller where his Ladies p02- 
trait ſtode, which embꝛating in his armes, he place d bigh⸗ 
elt, and Luce mania at be t fa te, ſaxing. I be ſeeche you Ma⸗ 
dame to pat don your Knight, in thathe did no ſwner repel 
the famous iniurie offered yon, and impute it not to fc are, 
2 want of csurage, but de bilitie of bodye, which onte a liitle 
retoue ted. A came to maintaine pour honour, and here con⸗ 
arme you fo2 the moſt beautiful Lady liuing. While Pal- 
merin thus contemplated his Piltrelle figure, the Judges 
commaunted the Duke to bee carriedintohis Paniltten, 
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where, with ſoneraigne dꝛinks life was got inte him again, 
bat when he kne we himſelfe to be vanquiſhed, 8nd that in 
one houre hee loft the greateſt honour of all bis life-time, 
very tonteit ofgreefe had well-neere flaine him. Nolcſie 
was tbe ſozrowe ef Madame Lucemania, but ſhe and her 
Haight were not ſo much vifcontented, as Palmerm, Tri- 


neus, and Ptolome were toyfull: but zbcuec al ether, Pꝛinte 


Lewes of Fraunce , moze pleaſant then if bimſelſe had irp⸗ 
umphed in vieozy, thinking he tould not ſufficiently c xtoll 
the renoivne of Pal merin, talling him 8 onely puller downe 
of the pzouve, That day did Palmerin encounter with ſea⸗ 
nen other Rnights, and in his conqueſts ſhewed himſelf not 
onely magnanimous, butmercifull, ſaving their lines, and 
bonouring bis Miſtreſſe with the humilitie ofthetrs, The 
next day likewiſe after manie bzane cxployts, being readie 
to leaue fielte becapſe none tame to reſiſt him, on a ſut dain 
there entred a knight in blacke Armour, ſtripe d all over 
with Golde, and bearing in his ſhelde of Azure the Col- 
den Þunne, whoſe kzaue oꝛder of entraunce declare d him to 
be a hardie Knight at Armes, who aduauncing bimſelfe to 
Palmerin, ſaid. My intent of comming hither (Sir knight) 
is to let thee vnderſtand, that J am the Seruaunt and be le⸗ 
ued of a Ladie, who may not bee cqualled with any other, 
and becauſe am enfozmed,y thou maintaineſt thy Freend, 
to exteli all Ladies whatſocuer , Joffer to pꝛœue the con⸗ 
trarp, and will make the conft ſſe it. J neuer ſpake wozdes 


moze true, aunſwered Palmerin , and here abide to iuſtiſie

And one thing is required ofth& , that 
befoze thou begin the Combate, thou ſette vppon this Pil- 
ler the counterfeite of her, whom thou pt ri wadeſt thy ſelſe 
tocxcell my Ladie in beautie, accozting to the conditions of 
this ſie id publiſhed th2cugh all Fuwrepe, That cannot I tw, 
aunſwered the night ofthe Sunne oz J haue no other pics 
ture dt ber tben is impꝛinted in my heart, where loue bord 
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fo liuely figured her perfon,as ſhe is dayly pꝛeſented to met 
by ber incomparable beautie, which cannot bee taken from 
me but one ly by death. And iflone follow the ſoule,[ as di 
uers hold spinion] whole woꝛldes cannot ſe parate me from 
her, And therefoze are all men vnwoꝛtby ta receiue fruiti⸗ 
on(by their regard)ofa thing ſo pzecious, which makes mee 
imagine, none but my ſelle worth to lake on her diuine 
figure.

dꝛe we theyꝛ Swozdes , and charged eache other with (uch 
furie, as thepz Armour and Sher los were hacked in paces, 
and the ground coloured with their expence ofblod, No per⸗ 
miſſion of bzeathing was ſuffered betweene them, but bloud 
and death earneſtly deſired on eytber part, ſo that the King, 
the Lo2des and the Judges, reputed this fo the ſtrangeſt

Now the P2zince Lewes beganne fo lone 
Palmerin ſo drely, as he could not be an houre fooꝛth of 
his tõpanie, deſiring his health as his owne welfare: wher⸗ 
fo2e all things that be imagined Palmerin toke pleaſure 
in, would be perfozme with his vttermoſt endeuours , and 
wouls ſuffer none to hold him talk, but onely ofmatfer that 
might yeeld pleaſure and delight. Notwithſtanding, divers 
Knigbts conferring with him that euening , as concerning 
the Knight ofthe Sunne; Palmerin aunſwered them , that 
bis mind ſhould neuer be thozowly quieted, vntil ſuch time 
as he fought with him againe. The Pzince, who ſtil ende⸗ 
noured to kepe him fro m ſadnes, ſaid, J belene(mylo2d) 
that he will not eaſily be induced to deale with him againe, 
fo2 you bzought him into ſuch eſtate, as bee will keepe him⸗ 
ſelfe hxreafter out of your handes: and well J am aſſured, 
that had you continued but a little longer, the vico2pe had 
bene yours , fog the Knight was ſo weakened, that be did 
nothing but defend your blowes. It pleaſeth you(my Koꝛd) 
to ſay ſo quoth Palmerin,but had hee felt ſuch valour in me, 
92 ſuch courage as beſemes a vertusus Combatant, hards 
lye toulde hee eſcape as bee hath done: neuerthelefſe,J hope 
(with the fauour of Foztune ) to mete him once moze, and 
then we will trie wos is the ſtrongeſt . Much other talke 
they had, but Palmerin intreated the Pꝛince, that all the 
poztraits ofthe conquered Ladies might bee bzought him, 
which were aboue an hundzed, of diuers beauties anvmoſt 
range faſhions, and among them all could be founde none 
ſecond to Polinarda, but (as we haue ſaid alteadie) that of 
Agrio'athe Pzincefle of England ; who (by the repozte of a 
Gentleman pꝛeſent that hadde lerne her) was much moze 
— beautifull then her figure pzeſented . Such ſpeches they 
continued fo long of the Engliſh Ulrgin, as Trineus(albeit 
he neuer ſawe her) became amoꝛous ol her, and at p inſtant 
he fofolemniy vowed himſelte hers, asthence ſozward hee 
lweze neuer {9 lone any but her, ſo that fe2 her ſake he thzuſt 
himſelf into manie perrillons foztunes, as in the following 
T EY diſconrle 
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diſcanrſe of the Piſtozy vou ſhal reade moze at large. From 
whome let vs returne fs the Pꝛince Lewes, who ſting ſo 
many po2traitures of Pzincelles and Ladies, would daily 
congratulate Pa:merins good foztune, andembzacing him, 
ſaid. So helpe me God, my noble companion, J would ney 
uer deſire greater riches inthe woꝛld, then to reſemble you, 
eſpecially in cbiualrie, which in you is ſo ſurpaſſing al other, 
as you haue ended to pour hongz, what a number haue fay- 
led in. Dh how happy may the Lad account her ſelfe, that 
bath (ach a knight? and were not the condition tos cruell 
towards my ſeife , J could wich J were a Woman. in ber 
place, to haue ſo-high rule and commaunde ouer you... Af 
-which wozps al pꝛeſent beganne to ſmile, vet ſhewing god 
tountenance to S almerin; fog the affection they ſawe the 
Pꝛince bare him, which is yet to this day a common vlage 
and pzaciſs among Courtiers ; but Palmerin ſomewhat as 
ſhamed of ſuch ſuperſtitions pꝛapſes, anſwered, Truſt mer 
my Loꝛd, J account my happineſls the greater, that J haue 
doone ſeruice to ſo high a perſonage and ſo god a knight as 
yon are, deſiring to mate pou in ſuch place herafter where 
you may perceiue the gd will Jbeare pon, not onelp foz 
this high entertaiumẽt, which is moze then J can deſerye, 
as foz the pleaſure J haue to honoz ſo god a Pꝛince, which if 
the occaſton happen, you ſhall perteiue the experience. A 
baue ſpoken nothing (quoth the Pꝛince)but what is moze 
acquainted to others then my ſelle, and il J would conceale 
them, then wilt they be moi opefity knowen, decauſe ver⸗ 
tue doth ſo apparantly ſhine in them. any other ſperches 
- paſſed betwerne them, and longer had continued, but that 
many Lo2ds which came to{ the Jouſts, were node = 
on departing}, and therefo;e would take they: * of the 
King; whereupon they were conftrained to bzea ebe 
p2tnce going to his Thamber of phe lente, where hee gaue 
thanke s te a number that honouredthe Court with they 
pꝛeſence, and ſo one after another aldeparted, ihe Duke 
| of Sauoye being one of the fir, alhamed(God knowes) — 
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be ſo conquered by Palmerin and not bidding bis Lody Lu- 
cemania fart well. But Lewes did not ſerue the Duche ſſe 
ſo, koꝛ her loue tontinued as reſolute as be ſoꝛe, and ſhe los 
ued him as well tonquere d, as had he biene the conque rour, 
whereof ſhe affured him bymany amo2ons mœ tiugs, by 
phich meanes the Pzince fayed the Dake/at the Court 
longer then himtelfe would harie doone, Lewes thus louing 
Patmerin as von haue heard, infreated'the Duchefle to 
tome and viſit him, which G# actompliched the day follows 
ing, when Palmerin ſpent nmiany diſceurſes with her, rather 
of lone then entring into religion, koꝛ her perteiued by her 
countenance that ſhe had no will to betome a Nun, where 
we will leane them together, and tell you who the knight 
of the Sunne was, that fought the laſt Combate with Pal- 


merin,

after following , One day. the King. Tariſius walking in 
bis garden ts take the ayze , left his Bꝛother Netrides in 
the Chamber accompanied with the Nvzne, who without 
imagination of any harme, noz that bis fatall ſtars would 
ſoꝛt him any miſfoztune, ſate Towne in the Kings Chay2e 


as he falked with the Nucene,and continued there ſo long, 


till Tariſius came vbppe and lounde him there ſitting, which 
he fooke in ſuch ill part, as in a great rage he thus began. 


Who made the ſo audacious and pzeſumptiaus to fttein-z 
my ſeate, againſt thy dutie and my liking? By mine honaz 


thou baſt doone moꝛe then thou wenneſt, and if J ſie the like 
againe, oz J may but heare thereof, thy head ſhall pay the 
pzice of thy folly, Netrides, Wyo of his owne nature was 


bumble; and gentle, fell downe on his kne, intreating the

retoue rie. Netrides ſœing this honourable Gentlemanne, 
with his bearde ſa white as ſnowe , hearing his courteous 
offer, and fo2 him nowe ſo neccflaty, with toy, feere & baſhs 
kulnes all couple d fogither , accepted it, and humblpe than⸗ 
ked him, albꝛit (quoth he) a contented death is better to me, 
then a miſerable and deſpiſed liſe. The Knight comfoziing 
him aunſwered , that it was not in bis polwer lochuſe life 
o death, but the founder of the beaucrs teſerued that att 
thozitic in his owne handes. With tbeſs wdzdes her tcoke 


him by the hand, and centuced him lo his Coſtle, where he 


was woztbilic entertained by the Knight himſelke, tis — 
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die and her Daughter, one of the fapzeſt Uirgins in all that 
Countrey. Lombardo hauing heard all his miſfoztunes and 
bard aduentures, in the night diſesurſed the whole to his 
Lady, Wherefoze (good Wife )quoth he,cntertaine him ſo 
well as map be, foz J aſſure pou he is diſcended of high de⸗ 
gre,and ik his manners and vertues be cozreſpondent to 
bis birth, wer will giue him our Daughter in marriage, if 
ſo himſelte accept our effer. The god Latymiſliked not 
ber pulbendes opinion, wherefoze the next mozning lhe 
went tocntcrtaine her gueſt, ſaping. Py Lozd, your coms 
ming hither bath well contented my Lozb and hulbano, 
and ſo plcaſe it you to ſtap here, we will be glad and faire 
of pour company : which gentle offer Netrides accepted, 
hinting God and the Lady foz bis god foztune, Thus re⸗ 
ained he with this auncient Knight Lombardo, who al⸗ 
terward neuer remembꝛed him of his mileries in the F0z- 
reſt, but intreated him ſo well as though he had bæne his 
owe Sonne. Netndes ſœing the Knights Daughter (0 
fapze and well contitioned, and ſhe regarding not onely the 
vertucs of his minte, but alſo his comely and well featured 
body, thep beganne amozouſly to affect cach other ſecretly, 
but lane inuented the meane to reueale it openly; foz Lom- 
bardo well noting the great diſcretion of this pong Gen⸗ 
fleman, and knowing him to bee diſcended of blcud ropall, 
reſolued fo cauſe him warrie his daughter, demaunding 
the queſtion of Netrides among other ſpeches, if ſo he liked 
fo marry his vaughter?

The famous Hiſtorie 
Fryſol, which pzocured ſome hatred betwrene his bꝛetbzen 
and hm. This pong L920 growtng to fourtenc pæres of 
age, was in ſtature very tall, relighting himcelfe in ryding 
great hozſes, ſhooting in the long bow, caſting the barre, 
and diuers other Gentlemanlike cxerciſes, as alſo to chaſs 
in the Fozreſt, where old Lombardo met with his father, 
So that one dap after long and wearte chaſing of the 
Hart, hauing ſweatev very (oze, and maruatlous d2y oz 
want of dzinke, finding a little ſpꝛing by the fote ot a Tre, 
he lay towne and dꝛanke, but aftcrward bee became io ill 
and ſickly, as he trembled very ſoze, ſo that one ot his 
Squires could hardlp leade him againe to the Caſtle. Ne- 
trides ſteing him fo cxc>ding ill, was maruailous ſoꝛr e, 
tommaunding bis Phiſition to ſerke ſome pꝛeſent helpe ſoz 
him, who plyed him with ſuch whol:ome potions, as bis fes 
uer left him, but his face and all his body was ſo painted, 
as he had bene a Leaper, which mate bim be mocked of 
bis other Bzethzen, and ſcoꝛned ot all the Seruants, cx- 
cept his Father and Pather, which was ſuch greefe to him, 
as he would haue Tyed with fretting at them, but his Fa- 
ther rebuked them, and comfozted him in this manner, I 
did bope my Sonne, by thy meanes to be reſtozed again to 
the Realme ol my deteaſed father: but no v, how long it 
will be befaze, God knowes, if this ſtrange malady of 
tbyne bee never holpen,Fryſol amazed at his fathers wozts, 
deſired him earneſtlꝝ to repoꝛt the wasle cirtumſtaunce, 
which Netrides at length did, reheatſing how hee was bꝛs⸗ 
ther to the King of Hungaria, the hard entreatauce he vſed 
towards bim, and laſtly he teld him the Dꝛeame of his 
Mother. Fryſol ſtudying a long ſpace on his fathers wozvs, 
at length anſwered. y Lozd, peu are not ignoꝛant of the 
ſoueraigne power of the higheſt, who by bis diuine judges 
ment bath ſent mee this diſcaſe that thus tozments mee: 
enenſo whenpleaſeth him be will take it from me againe, 
and giue me health and ſkrength much moze then euer A 
had, with meanes ſutkitient to giue you apde and ſuccour, 


accozding 
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xtoꝛding to the matter whereon you haue diuined. And al⸗ 
beit I fæle ſo extreame anguiſh, as dt ath may not be like⸗ 
ned to it, yet doth this hope comfozt me in ſuch ſozt, that 
me thinks already Jam become moze healthinll : thcrefoze 
my L020 diſmay of nothing, but perſwade pour ſeiſe there 
is comfoꝛt he binde. Che ſs woꝛds were ſo pleaſing to Netri- 
des, as mire iop cauſed the feares to txichle downe his 
cheekes, maruailing at the wonderfall courage of his Son, 
enduring ſuch terrible paines as he did: wherefoze what he 
thought he could not reueale, but withdzew himſelfe into 
dis Chamber. | am

the god man eſta med lo bus Ul of bim, as by no nitanes bee 
weuld ſuffer him to be ſo painful, but with ich tare as God 
ſent him, entertained and weilcommed bim, not ſutkering 
him to de part thence inthe ſpace ofa yere and moze. Fry⸗ 
ſol often accompanying Leonarda fo the field, the ſcking 
him ſo fayze and comely in perſonage, began ſecre tip to al⸗ 
fect him, vet would ſhe not acquaint him ther with, — 
moge to offcndthen to be refuſed, So ſopne as Fry ſo

J will not to the death (quoth he) do any 
tbingto dillike you; ,02 againſt your will, and ſince you haue 
fo freely granted me libertie, perſwade pour ſelfe my woꝛd 
tall bee my deede. Do taking his leane of ber Father and 
Bꝛethꝛen, hee trauailed towards Allemaigne, wherc her 
heard that chiualrie was moze maintained then in any o⸗ 
ther plate, and ſo rode her foure dayes together without a⸗ 
ny aduenture ; till paſſing thzough a Foreſt, þ& hearda 
great noyſe of people fighting, wherefoze making haſt that

dün. ye knight and yer together fs bebarced themſelues; 
. dd ofthe viliaines were lade dead befoze him, which 
the other thzce pokediuing, tooke thenifelics toflight; wher:- 
Upon the oldknight kring bimſelfe ſo well velikered, came 
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and embzaced Fryſol with theſe woꝛdes. Now may J lay 
my god ſriend, that my life had periſhed without your aſs 
fiance, bethinke pour ſelfe thercfoze how J may gratifie 
this gentleneſſe: in meane time, J haue a houſe not farre 
bente, let me intreate you to lodge with me this night, and 
J will make pou the beſt entertainement the Country wil 
affooꝛd.

Fryſol vnde r⸗ 
ſtanding the Emperaur was in the Chappell hearing di- 
nine ſeruice, went thither, where be holding the Pziticefle 
Polinarda, he te puted her the onely faire Lady ef the wezld,

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thinking her could neuer glut his eyes with regarding her: 
where on, ſeruice bœing ende d, he fell on his knee befoze the 
Emperour in this manner. Becauſe Jknowing(inuincible 
Lo2de) that vou are renowned beyonde all other Poten⸗ 
tates whatſoener, and that pou make no (mall account of 
Knights aduenturous: I defire that by pour hand J may 


be numbzed among them. The Emperour ſeing him ſo 


yong and yet valiantly giuen, anſwered, J would be loth 
my friend to deny a requeſt (9 reaſonable, but J will, firſt 
know if you be Gentle boznc,o2no, Pp Lo2d (quotp he) J 
ſweare by the fatth J owe to God and your Maieſtie, that 
A am noble bozne, and of the bloud ropall by my Fathers 
fide, God fo2biv then (ſapd the Emperour) but you ſhould 
be knight, and Foztune (he{d pou ſo well in thiualrie, as 
the haue inducd you with comcly ſhape and beautie. Then 
was the Spurre put vppon his right hxele, and the Empe⸗ 


rour bad him riſe a Knight, commaunting his Daugl ter 


Polinarda to gyꝛd his Swozd to him, which ſher did, ſay- 
ing. UWozthily and with happineſſe (Sir knight) may you 
imploy the oꝛder vou haue receined, Madame (quoth Frys 
ſol) if hereafter any vertue oz valour abydein me, it ſhall 
be imploped onely fo2 you, hauing thus honoured mer with 
my Swozd. whetewtith J hope to accompliſh ſuch dædes ol 
armes, as ſhall renowne her name that gaue mie my wea⸗ 
pon: but Polinarda made him no anlwere, becauſePal- 
nierin was the onely Image of her thoughts,” After Fryſol 
was thus knighted, taking his leaue of the Empcrour and 
bis Daughter, he depat tod, making no ſmall haſt till þe ar⸗ 
wued at the Jouſts cf Paris, where he determined foz his 
firſ? ded of chinalrie,toentcr the Combate foz the beauty of 
Polinarda, Eut be could not get thither ſo ſoone as be in⸗ 
tended, fo2 he was hindꝛed by the way with an unexpected 
adventure, which was, in a fayze fozrcft, where her be- 
held fours knights carrie away aLady perfozce, who (&- 
ing him,cryed. Ab god knight, foz Geds ſake ſuccour me: 
whercuppon Fryſol conching his Launce , ſent one ofthe

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Lnights headlong to the ground, and in ſhozf time woun⸗ 
ded another in ſuch ſozt, as now he had but t wo left to re- 
ſift him, on whome Fryſol made tryall, bow well he ceuld 
implop the gift of Polinarda. The knights ſœing the hard 
fo:tune of their two other fetlowes, the one haning broken 
bis necke in the fall, and the other wounded paſt hope of re- 
couery, tooke the wiſeft way fo2 themſelues, poſting thencs 
ſa faſt as they could ride, but Fryſol would not follow, le alt

Aftcr the knight of the Sunne, (who hence fooꝛth ſhall 
paſſe by the name of Fryſol) had left Palmeria, and was 
departed thc field, the night was ſo obſcure as hee knewe 
not which way her rode, ſo that the moyſture of the cues 
ning dcwe did great harme to his woundes, as iſ God had 
not armed him with the better ſtrength, be was in danger 
not to eſcape with life. The very ſame tay was the Duke 
of Gaule departs d from Paris, to go ayde the King of Eng- 
land againſt the King of Scots, and Norway, who was Ne- 
phe w ts the Emperour of Allemaigne, foz that they moles 
ſted him with troubleſome warres : and the Duke beeing 
benighted, was glad fo pitch his Tents in a fapꝛe fielve,

The Duke of Gaule being 
ab2oade f802th of his Tent fo recreate himſelte, heard this

The Squire well aduiſed, 
becauſe he knewe the loue betw@ne her and bis Maiſter, 
ſette his kne to the grounde againe with this aunſwere. J 
left the Pzince your WBzother , accompanied with my Lozd 
Palmerin, well and in god health: but chœfely my Lozde, 
who lince you ſawe him, hath wonne the greateſt honour 
that euer Knight did. Afterward be repoꝛted the manner of 
the Combats to ber, and what greefe his ÞPaiſter ſuſtained 
in his ſicknes, when he could not be reuenged en pd Rnight 

that loft her counterfeit , which the Duke of Sauoy placed 
at the fete of Lucemaniazand laſt of all, the perilleus Com⸗ 

bat betweene his Pailter and the knight of the Sun. Which 

ſhe toke ſuch delight to heare, as ſhe made him repeate 

one thing manie times, and could not ſatiſfie her ſelle lutfi⸗ 

cleutlie with theſe wozthie repoꝛts. Mhich the Squire pers 
ceiuing, delighted as much to iterate euerie thing, and ſaid 

Beliene me Madame, the loue my Maiſter beares to her, 
foz 


: . : : 
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fo; whoſe be autie he entered the Combat, in my opinion is 
incredible foꝛ be is much moze hers then his owne,, and J 
haue ſene him in ſuch loꝛt thinking on her, as one conive 
hardlig intge him aliue oz deade , fearing leaſt any other 
ſhuld rob him of his loue:ſuch is p iealonſle of his vnſpotted 
affe ſtion, albeit my Maiſter reputes his Ladic immourabie. 
Polinarda thanging countenance offcntimes at p Squires 

wozdes,annſwered. The Ladie ſhould be very ill ceuntei⸗ 
led, being honoured with the loue of ſo god a Knight as 
Palmerin , to make refuſall of his wozthie ſeruite: and 3 
pꝛomiſe thee, bytbe faith of a Pꝛinct ſſe, that if A knew her, 
fo2 the vnwillingnes A haue ta heare him cöplain, J would 
ende udur to cauſe her like none but him, end therein to 
thinke her ſelfe the moſt happie among Ladies. Wherfoze 
[1f thou maiſt be ſo holde] tell thy Maiſter at his returne, 
that J will be a meane to ayde him towardes her he loues: 
and therewithall pzeſent him my fauonrable ſalutations, 
in that Jenermoze deſired the fo2ztunate ende of his enters 
p3iſe, not ſo much fog the liking of his Ladie, being beloved 
of the beſt , as foꝛ the renowned chivali ie that barbonrs in 
bis hart. Theſe ſpeeches ended, the ſquire returned to miete 


the P2ince 7rineus and his Maiſter, to whome he repozted 
his talke with Polinarda: which Palmerin reioyting at, 


let fall all iealouſie, eller ming her now the trueſt Ladye li⸗ 
ning. Type men of Gaunt foʒ iop of his returne, that ſo woze 


thilie deliuered them from the oppzeflions of the enchaun⸗ 


ted Knight, went fw2thinſeucrall cotnpantes,accozving as 
honour, pres and office tirected them, to me te bim, and ſo 
conneted him with ſignes of icy to the Pallate, where the 


Emperour ſo much abaſed himſelle, as he came downe into 


the open Court to entertaine kim, and glad like wiſe to ſ& 


the ſafereturne ol his Dorne Fe ſaying, My Senne, 


right happie is thy returne, and you fir Palmerin , periwade 
Four ſelfe ſo welcome as hart can deviſe , efluring vou, that 
your ſucceſſe hathnet a little piceſed me. And næds mult 


I account the Latte eſpecially Wunden to reu, ſe None 
cue 
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loue you haue paſt ſo manie dangerous Combats, god reas 
fon hath the te loue vou, in reſpec of your trauailes foz her, 
reno'vning her ſo much by your knightlie chiualrie , ſo that 
if ſhe recompence peu not acco2Ting fo your merits, wo 
thilte may ſhe be condemned of ingratitude, Alas my Lozd 
(quoth he) her beautie commannaeth higher matters then 
all my labours. Polinarda bœing in pꝛeſente, remembꝛed 
well her Fathers wozds, and therefoze ſhe intended to ſhun 
that condemnation, ſaping to her ſelfe. he that deſerncs bo⸗ 
nour onght to were it, and he that commaundes the ſaule, 
maye eaſilie ouer/rule thc paſſions of the minde: lette my 
Knight then be rewarded as hee hath rightlie deſerued. All 
this while, the eyes of theſe tws louers ſo well tiſcharged 
their office, as Paimerin wiſhed that Juno had graunted 
him ſo much, as ſhe did ſometime to Argus her ſhepbearte, 
that he might haue moze eaſe iu his affliatd : fo he thonght 
it not enough, oncly to behald the beautte of ſo rare and ex⸗ 
cellentperfection . Againe, he was not a little tozmented, 
becauſe Polinarda (to couer what 6&@ would gladlpe none 
Gould diſcerne) caſt her lokes on the ground, which ſome⸗ 
times ſhe likewiſe compelled him to dW: but her pꝛeſeuce 
whome he eſttemed aboue all other things, wouls not lied 
him that conſideration. The Empe rour at length com man⸗ 
ded, that all the figures of the Ladies which hi had nne 
in Combat ſhould be bzought befoze him:but when he ſawe 
ſo manie, and of ſo contrarie qualitie, her could not but coms 
mende rz Palmerins victezie. Then were diners iudg⸗ 
ments ginen of the beautie of the poztraits, eache one ef the 
beholders after their ſeuerall opinions, Ptolome made tes 
ſcription of whom tiey were, and who did enter Cembate 
on their behalfe , amitting at ns time the honour of Pal- 
merin : whereat ther all admired , ſome commending 
their complexions, others their ſw&te yong yeres, and als 
togither the pzoweſſe of him that bzought the conqueſt 
with him, whereupon the Emperour ſaid. In god faith ic 
Palmerin, J bleſle the time that Foztune ſent me ſo good a

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Kuight , and thinke not to carrie away all the glozie of pour 
victo2ie pour ſelfe , foz I meane to haue parte becauſe you 
gaue your ſelfe mine. And would the Ladie pon lone wers 
in this Courte 02 in my Realme , fo the ende J wight ſo 
alſiſt you in your ſute, as pou might both be mine.

Truſt mee 
fayze Siſter, you are moze indebted to Pal merin, then to as 
nie other night in the woꝛlde belide, and rather accept of 
him then ol the Duke of Lorrayne , who maintaining pour 
deautie, was oaercome by the Duke of Sauoy, and your pics 
ture placedat the fete of Lucemania, where pet it had re- 
mained, but that Palwerin conguering the Duke, remoued 


the figure efthe French Pꝛincelle in obeyſaunce to you. Po- 
linarda not content with the vndiſerete enterpꝛiſe of the 
Duke of Lorrayne, aunſwered. In ſoth god Bizothber, the 


Duke of Lorraine is none of my knight, and IJ re pute Pal- 


merin to haue moꝛe bountis and valour then the Puke can 
haue of wit oz courage thertſeze great mernaile that ha 


was not ſlaine. The Emperour ſ@&ing Polnarda was of- 
fended with the Duke of Lorrayne,aunſwered. you cannot 
(Daughter) fozbid men to execute their owne plcaſure,and 
if the Duke liked to enter the Combat foz your beautic, if 
was fe2 the þenotrable god will he bare you, and albeit be 
couldnot reache his deſire , yet haue vou no cauſc to thinke 
the wezſe of him. Polinarda beeing a Pꝛinceſſe of rare 
wit and iudgment, as anie of her time, would multiplye no 


mo2e wo2bs , but continued ſilent: neuertheleſſe, Dalmerin 


remembzing her aunſwere to Trineus, intreated ber t 
kepe all the poztraits of the Laties, determining to ſende 


them ta whom they betonged, accozding to their wands - 
rip 
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birth and hono?2, Which the thankfully accepted, and ſpen- 
ding this whole daie in digers delights, Palmerin bæing in 
the euening in his Chamber accompanted with Ptolome, 
ſent his Dwarfe to the PzinceCe ta appoint the time cf 
their meeting: and ſhe ſer ing the Dwartke , caug bt him as 
bout the necke , temaunding of pim what newes hee 
bought. None but god Padame, anſwered the Dwarke, 
my Maiſter hath ſent you tbe Bonſoir:; and there with his 
humble due tie to your highnes:ſoꝛ, being pour night, and 
litung one lp to de pou ſeruice, he hath god hope that pour 
vertusus nature will not fozget, bow many daungers be 
hath paſt foz your lake: and ne doth loue appe ale fo2 his 
defired reward. Therefoze god Madame, as you are hart⸗ 
kalt, vnite pour ſelues handfaſt, giue my Maiſter life, your 
ſelfe comfozt, and make me happy by carrying of this mel⸗ 
ſage : foz J vowe by the renerend faith J beare you both, 
that A will not departe without ſome gracious aunſwere. 
Polinarda (myling to heare V rbanillo ſpeake ſo earneſtlie, 
ſayd. The alſuraunte thou gineft me of the truſtie affection 
thou beareſt thy Paiffer, doth not a little content me , and 
pittie it wers (0 goda Knight ſhoals labour all this while 
in vaine : therefoze perſwade thy Paiſter, that towozrow

with right god will, and bis miſfoztune doth not a little 
grene me, but J will take oꝛder toʒ it immediatlye,andmy 
power ſhall be with him ſo ſwne as poſſible maꝝ bee: with 
which aunſwere the Peſſenger departed. Now as concer⸗ 
ning the cauſe of theſe warres, betwene the kings of Nor- 
- waye and England, it was pzocuredby diſpleaſure offuccoz, 
that the King ol Norway gaue to p Ring of Scots his B20s 
ther, whohelde warre with England about the taking of 
certaine Shippes: the Emperour likewiſe his heanie ents 
mie,andfoz that cauſe he pꝛomiſed helpe ſo (one to the King 
bis Nephew. Mich when Trineus vnderſtode,that his 
Father declared hinſelfe diſpleaſed with the Father of his 
belened Agrio'a, (whoſe tenc ro occaſſon ceulde alter) hee 
was greatlie diſcontented, pet diſcembling his conceit , des

Afſure your ſelfe my Lozd, 
that J will labour dilligentip foz pour god, and ſhall aſſiſt 
you to my vitermoſt, in that you beare ſuch lone to the Pꝛin⸗ 
cefſe, And J am of the opinion, that hauing recetucd the 63» 
der of Knighthod , which the Emperour your Father will 
not denie, it would anaile yon much, to tell pour Father 
bow you deſire( vnknowne)to apde the King of Norway.

T rineus not contented with this ry leer, re plred. An truth 
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my Tod, if J were not deſireus to full what is required 
in chiualrie, à would not ſo bolt iꝑ baue made this de maund, 
therefoze fo2 ſuch exteptions as pou admitted, let me not 3 
beſ&che pou be denied at this time: and let this induce pon, 
that ſuch as are bozne to gouerne kingdomes , il they giue 
themſelues ancly to pleaſure , without paſſing tłꝛough the 
pykes of ſome dangerous hazarde , they are not wozthy to 
be lifted to ſuch honour. The Emperoꝛ hearing the bzane 
minde ofhis Sonne, and that bys wozdes ſauoured of cou- 
rage, conceining well thereof,anſwered. Since your dt ſice 
is ſo earneſt to be made knight , J am well contented, but 
J would haue it done honozably,and befeze a greater aſſe m⸗ 
blie then now is in our Court. Alas my Loꝛd, ſaid Trineus, 
there is no nerde of tryumphe befoze vicozle : let ſuch pomp 
remaine J pzay vou, till J haue wonne hono2 and account 
by my deedes. The Emperoz iopfull of the Pzinces god o⸗ 
pinion, perſwaded himſelſe he huld pꝛwue foztunate, wheres 
foe he graunted his requeſt, ſo that Palmerin might accome 
panie him in his voyage, Ol which condition Trineus was 
not ſozie , becaute in him conſiſted all his hope of ſucceſle : 
ſo his Father commanpded him to pꝛepare himſelfe foz his 
oder, where upon Trincus made himſelfe a coſtly Armour, 
and another foz Palmerin, the deuiſes bering changed, bes 
cauſe they intended to paſſe buknowne, Now bad the Em⸗ 
pereur lcated an Armie of tenne thonſande god &ouldiers, 
the conduct whereof was appointed to the Counte Tolano, 
a knight valiant and hardie , hauing had like charge in ſun⸗ 
die occaſions of war: therefoze ſo ſone as ali things were 
in readines, they were imbarqued, and ſayled with ſuch be- 
nefite of winde and weather, as ſone after they toke lans 
ding in England. Mhere a while we wil leaue, returning 
to Polinarda, greatly biſcontent with der Bꝛotbers depar⸗ 
ture, becauſe of Palmerin, and Brionella no leſſe troubled 
foz her freende Ptolome: but the Pzincede fæling newe af- 
fictions fo2 the abſence of her lone , came to her Bzother, 
ſaying, Iknowe not (Bzother) who hath aduiſcd you to 
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venture ſo dangerouſly, our Colin having afſiffance ſuffiti⸗ 
ent without hazarding your perſon , let me then intreate 


ron (god Bother) to aect occaſions that pzomiſe better 


ſeturitie. Better occaſions iſter, quoth he? if is impeſſis | 


ble, if it be a thing allowable and vertuous to ſuccoꝛ a ſtran⸗ 


ger, howe much moze then is it ts our kinſman, eſpecially 


ſuch a one as is our Ceſin of Norway ? therefoze J pꝛap 
pou be of god comfoꝛt till my returne. And il it ſo happen 
that my Father in my abſence intend your marriage, loke 
that xou conſent not till I come home againe,fo2 my not bes 
ing hore will ſerue you foz a ſafficient txcuſe. Which Poli- 


narda pꝛomiſed, and her woꝛd ſo paſt, fede her in no (mall 
ſtead after ward, as pou ſhall find in the diſcourſe following. 
So ſone as Trineus was pꝛouided of all thinges foz his 
knighthwde. he came to the Emperour in this maner. I de ⸗ 


fire you my Lozd to accompliſh your pꝛomiſe, hauing doone 


my dutie as yon commaunded me. With right god will 
my Sonne, ſaid the Emperour, go arme your (clfe.” Then 
went der, Palmerin, and Proloinc, armed to the Chappell, 


Trineus beeing in grene armour, figured all oner with 


bnarmed,holding in his hand a Bowe bent, with an arrow 


Madame, quand Mourray-ic ? Whereby he meant, that the 
lone which made him enterp2tſe this vopage , ſhould beare 
bim companie till death. Palmerinsarmeur was all blacke, 
declaring his mourning fo2 his abſcnice from his Lady, and 
in his Sbeelde foz his deniſe , was figured a godly Eagle, 
owning a little Wirde vnder his winges, declaring ther- 
by the fanonr he had rece vued of his Eiftrefſe, Sone after 
tame the ©mperour to the Chappell, where be knighted 


bis Donne, put bis Spur on his berie, ard girded his (wozd - 


about him: afterward thry went te dinner, and ſpent the 


whole day in many pleaſures, foz top of the ne we knight. - 
Palmerin and Ptolome toccmſezt their Lavics befoze they? - 


depaͤr⸗ 


harts of Golde, and in bis Sh&ld was poztrayed a Knight 


ready to ſhate agapnſt a griene tre, Whcreon dung a 
ſtrole, which had Waitten in it in Letters of Gols this mot: 
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departure acco2ding as they were wont, when the P2in'efſe 
Polinarda thus began, Alas mp Lozde , What grafe will 
pour departure be to me? with what patience do you think 
Jam able toendure it? perſwade your lelfe , the very cons 
teit of your abſcnce will be my death, oꝛ at leaſt a cauſe of 
ſuch danger as J ſhall neuer recouer , Ber well aduiſed 
thercfoze how von deale with me, fo2 the intent of my 1820s 
ther might be bꝛoken if you would labour in it; but it it may 
not be, then ſane my like by pour ſp&dte returne. Thele 
woꝛds were delivered with ſuch teares and reking ſighes, 
as Palmerin might well perceive the vehemencie of her 
grefes, andaunſwering ber heauineſſe with as earneſt op- 
pꝛeſlion, ſaid.Swerte Ladie be perſwated,and temper your 
ſozrow with patience , conſidering the vnion of our ſpirites 
makes a ſimpathie of afflictions , if then foz my ſake you 
will not pacifie your ſelfe, yet to ſheld pour owne perill, let 
me intreate you to be rt ſoluc d, in that my returne ſhall bee 
with ſuch expedition as you will commaunde . But if you 
continue thus me lancholie, you will bewzay what as yct 
thoulde bee concealed , and ſo map great harme enſue to vs 
both. Wherefoze J deſire vu ty mode rate pour impafience, 
and thinke well of my vepariturt', which is chefely to ſxke 
out a knight againſt whome 4 fought in Fraunce fog your 
keautie, as foꝛ any other matter you wap belles ue me, 

— Whercvppon he rcpozted his Tombat with the knight 
of the Sunne, which made the Pꝛinceſle (as well foz Pal- 
merins pzomile , as the account he made of Friſol)ſome what 
better quieted, toanſwer, It it be ſo my Lozt,that your res 
farne will ber with ſoch ſpeve , J ſhall enſoꝛce my ſelfe ts 
beare the burthen of my cares withas much patience as I 
can , andſee youfaile not your appointed time: but tell mee 
I pzaye vou, what Armes beares the knight of the Sunne 
vou ſpake off:? which Palmerin diſcribing , Polinarda res 
membzed him, ſaying. My Lozd,J know now verye well 
what de is, foz eight daies after your departure towartes 
Fraunce,the Emperour my Father knighted bim,commans 

| ding 
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ding me to gird him with bis ſwoꝛd, which J could net but 
obey: whertin the knight gloꝛping ſolicited me with affectis 
ons not liking me, which J pꝛay yon reuenge, being 8 man 
whom the matter nerreſt toncerneth. After many other a⸗ 
miable conferences, the knights humbl toke the ir leaue of 
their ladies, and in the moꝛning beftmts, the mariners cal⸗ 
led on Trineus and his company to haft abw2de , becauſe the 
wind ſerued wel foz England, which they perfozmed with al 
ſped, hauing firſt taken their far well ofthe Cmperour and 
the Court. Do hoyſing ſaple, they ſet on to Sea, and in god 
time came within the kenning of Fngland ; where we will 
foz\ake them a while, and returne tothe @mperozs Armie;. 
which he ſent to the king of Norway his Nephewe.

the tyme the Duke was in Fraunce, hauing there foztifien 


the trongeft Cittie, and the Hauen that fwd beſt foz (hep; 
tommoditie. Crenus at his returne with Friſol, as you haue 


beard, vnderſtanding tbe ſpoyle of his Countrep, aſſembled 
his people togeathec,avd with the ayde of the Ring of Eng. 
land, tame within a dapes tourncy of his enempes. The 
Countis Tolano,hearing thereof,appoyxnted his men in ſes 
ut rall companies, and the next day gaue ſuch ſharpe (kirs 


miſhes to the Gauls, as they were conſtrained ts kœpe withs 


in their defences, Here vp n the Duke determined fo bid 
them battaile, and to helpe him in his attempt, b# cauſed 
an ambuſh of a thouſand light hoꝛſmen, to place themſe lues 
in a Foreſt nere adiopning,of which companie Friſol was 
the leader: and to pzonoke the Norwayes to the fleld he ſent 
out certaine men at Armes will pꝛouided, who ſcouted 
here and there, to the ende the Allemaignes, who had bene 
ſo hote the day befoze , honld be compaſſed with the ſecrete 
ambulh, which fell sut accozding to Crenus his expegation. - 
Foz ſoſwne as the Allemaignes ſaw the Engliſhmen ſo {cats 
tere, they dillodged themſelnes, and fcliowed them, with 
the whole armie of the King of Norway, becauſe they were 
perſwated that they foke themſeluts to flight: but p Gaul 


not diſmayed with the yz comming , being but foure thous 


ſand Dozſe, andtenne thouſande fotemen , came valiantly 
agaynſt the Allemaigne Enfigncs , and then began a verie 
fierce encounter, but the Engliſhmen wiſe and politique,feas 
ring miſkoztune,came on with thryꝛ reregard towards the 
Fozref where the ambulh lay. When the king of Norway 
ignozant of they2 intent, ſuddainly made after them with 
the greateſt part of his power, but they had a wo2ſe wel⸗ 


tome then they expeded, ſoʒ the Engliſhmen atuertiſed what 


they ſhould do, gathered vpon the Fo2reff five, charging 


ther enemyes with ſuch a ſharpe afault, as in.lefle ſpace 


then an houre, two thouſand of them were flaine , Friſol 


pertexuing the teme was come to hewhiniſelfe,calling tis 
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tauadꝛon kogither,cryed, Upon them valiantly my freendes, 
the ſpoyle is ours, Ho entred they pel⸗mell among the Alle» 
maignes, making ſuch laughter of thi as was wonderful to 
behold, foz albeit they thought not of this deceit, thcy were 
fooger wearted with dalliance, as whe they came to the ex⸗ 
ſoit they could de nothing, but were flaine downe right, 
valour ſhe wed Friſol and his frech ſupply,fozcing them 
to flight, and they following them , being glad to take the 
Cittie of Tomar which was fkrongly fo2tified.

The day following the enemie came foozth at a po⸗ 
ſterne Cate , and held the Dukes power very god play, 
and the Norwayes very well appopated with owe s and 
arrowes,gaulied the bozſe ſo true lly, as they were glad to 
take thepz Campe, whereupon the Counte Tolane in hope 
ol the day, followed vpon them with bis Allemaigne court» 
laces, which Fry ſol perteiuing, mette him in the face with 
bis Engliſh ſquadzon, and giuing the ſpurres to his Pozſe, 
ranne with his Launce quite thozow his bady:whereat the 
Allemaignes much awazcv, when they ſaw they2 Generall 
fall dead from his hozſe , determined valiantly to reuenge 
bis death, vut Fryſol and his men dealt with them ſo round» 
ly, as the ſtouteſt was glad andfaine to make them way, 
Pet had they hemde in Fryſol with ſuch a troupt, as if the 
Dake had not ſpeedily come with reſkew, they bande taken 
him: and then began the ſharpeſt bickeriug,foz the Duke of 
Gaulc and Fryſol with theyz men i beſtirred them, as (he 
' Allemaignescleanetiſconraged, beganne totiſozder thems 
__ felues, and with the Norwayes fled to the Cittie ſo faſt as 
- thepcould, where Fryſol and his men had entred, but that 
e king of Norway not daring to come into the field, was 
there with men ſuffitient to reſiſt his entrie. bus remai⸗ 
ned the victozy of the Duke of Gaule, by the bzaue pollicieg, 

el Fryſol and his men, ye being generally commended of 
the armie : and thus retired the Allemaignes and Norwaies 
ta their ſhame and diſhonour. After the retrait founded by 
the king of Norway, hee ſent the Duke to demaund trace 
| lozkoure and twentie-boures,, that they might bury the 
dead, among whom was the Counte Tolano : which be⸗ 
him, hee cauſed the Counts body to ber em⸗ 
who bythe Connell of his Lozds „ 
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was ſont home into his Countrey. The king and his coms 
ſecretly in the night embarqued themſelues, to ioyns 
with the king of Scots who exacted his comming, and then 
did the Cittizens ſend woꝛd fo the Duke, that by the bꝛeake 
ofdap ther would peelde the keyes oftheir Gates to him: 
wherupon Fryſol was Lieuetenant gencrall fo2 the Duke 
of Gaulc,and entred honoarablythe Citie of Tomar, where 
the Engliſhmen reſiſted themſelues foz two oz thꝛte dayes, 
fo recompence they; paynes with p2ofit and pleaſure. The 
enemie was no ſooner departed vnder ſayle, but there aroſe 
ſucha terrible tempeſt, as the moſt part of theyꝛ veſſels pes 
riched in the ſea, and the other were ſo ſcattercd,as they had 
loſt the fight of one another: yet was ſome ſmall number 
remayning with the king, as well of Allemaignes as his 


owne countrymen:ſo getting ſafe to ſhoze in his kingdom, 


be defermined a reuenge fo2 his great ouerthzow, but hes 
could not compaſſe his intent, as you ſhall reade hereafter, 


5 Chap.

This an- 
ſwere ſo well contented the Officers , as by their meanes 
they were conducted to the Court, where they were hono- 
rablyentertatned , and twodaies togither were (here fea⸗ 
ed with the King, in which time Inineus buderftod , that 
the Nucene and her Daughter , were abous twentys 
miles thence, whereupon the next mozuing they toe their 
taurney thither, and by dinner time came whers the qu#ns - 
lale. But it fell oat ſo happilie ſoz Trinuus, as befoze they 
came tothe place where the Court abeade , they mette ths 
Nueene and her traine , who daily went to a Chappell, not 
a quarter ofa mile from the Cittie, toheare dinine ſernice, 
as the kept it fo2 a contingall exerciſe , and-with her was 
fayze Agrielaher Daughter.

tie, (alutednot the Pꝛinteſſe as ſhe paſſed befoze him, noz 
heard Palmerin who repzened him fo2 omitting bis cours 
tefie : bot wading further and further into this amozous fas 
ie, ſpake fo londe as he was eaſilie hearde, iu this 3

doubt that what is counted honeſty and vertue aniong men 
of qualitie, with vou is eſteemed harſh and vnciuill, which 
makes me repute vou moze meete foz the Kitchen, then to 
beare the honourable office and rich Armes ofa Knight, as 
you da. Trineus as it were awaked out ofa traunce, ſaiv* 
Ah l werte Ladie pardon me, foz by my fayth, J can neither 
tell what you ſayd, no2 well where J am m ſelfe ; fo2 euen 


as you ended, I felt ſuch a paſſion ftrike me to þvery heart, 


as death will ſonearreft me without remedie. The Ladie, 
ho knewe not his meaning, checked him againe, thus. 
Were it not better then foz you to be in the field, then here 
in this feliſh and vndiſcriete penſinenefſe? It is true Ladie,

Ladie take pleaſure in hearing Trincus, eſpetially per:

do this meſſage fs the Pꝛinteſſe, who at that inſtant (as a 
thing fatall to her) was wounded with lone: whercuppon 
the ſent them anſwerby her Gouerneſle , that thee nitcr- 
taineo them as her Knights, and as her Deruants deſired 
them to goe aide the Kingher Father, vet would khee not 
conſent to pardon them, till the rene wne of their crploytcs 
might chew them to deſtrue it.

In good 
faith my Loꝛd, ſaid Pa merin, what the Knight in France 
tolde va, was but fables, in that ſhe ertedeth repoꝛt beyond 
all opinion:notwithſtanding, it is neceſſarie foz you to nou⸗ 
rich peur hode, hauing thus ſpoken to her, and bewzayed 
pour affitctions , not boubtmg but this god beginning of 
pour enterpꝛiſe, will cauſe the ende fail out fo your content. 
So rode on theſc thier Linights, pleaſing their humozs with 
their ſeueral iudge ments of their Ladies, pet Palmerin had 
ſæne ſuch matter in Engiuh Agriola, as, but his plighted 
pꝛoniſe to Polinarda,was offozce ſufficient to chaunge his 
fancie.

on, the ing himſelfe brganne this Oꝛation. J thinke my 
Friends, that no one of pou, but ſufficiently is acquainted 
in what reſpect we continue this warre, namelp, to defends 
the honour and reputation ol dur Realme , and to ſaue the 
lines of vou, your wines and chitvzen,and your gods Whteh 
the enenue would violently ſpoile and take from yen, inten⸗ 
ding to thꝛowe perpetuall bondage and llauerie on your 
necks. Ul vou not then defend your liberties:? will vou 
not 
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not maintaine your auncient renowme , which is, fo be 
Loꝛdes and commauneers of the Scots? aſſure pour ſelues, 
that howe ſtrong ſocuer our enemie be, J hope with the aid 
of God, pour vndaunted courages, t the right of our cauſe, 
to make a noble and vidoꝛious conguefF, Foz J knowe that 
our enemie hath not one man in his Armie, enducd with 
ſuch an entire hart and magnanimious ccurage,as pot are, 

noꝛ that valueth his title of hond ur with his life, as you do: 
and therefoze ik wee march on valiantly , continuing relo⸗ 
late and confident togeather, euerie man labouring fog his 
Pzinte, Countrep, friente, and fellow, and God fo vs all, 
your fozwardneffe will make them feare full, and ycur verie 
countenaunces enough ko tonquere. Eue rie man then be 
ch&refall, with a de ſire to vanquiſh. And here J vowe to 
you on the worde of a King, that if foꝛtune ſfande ſo well 
with vs, as fo winne the day, neucr ſhall the Scots hereaf- 
ter dare to lift vp themſelnes againſt vs. Thus did the king 
of England animate his men, and ſo marched on in god ar- 
rap ts the ſight of their enemies, who by this tyme had 
raunged theniſceiucs fo battaile, their aua untgard conducs 
ted by the Parques ot Monthel, the Ring of Scots himſelfe 
in the maine battaile, and the arrie regarde led by the Bing 
ok the Ile of Magdalen: and as the King 2 had en⸗ 

couraged his Souldiero, ſs began the King of Scots to har 
ten his men in this manner. The time is now come(lopall 
Dubicas, and deere Friends) that the pꝛide of the Englith 
mult ber abated by the vertue and valour of the Scots, 
ſo that if yon ſet beloꝛe your eyes the occaſion calling vs to 
the field, titre is no one of you but will blame his pꝛede⸗ 
ceſſoꝛ, foꝛ faying ſo long time to retouer, what by true pa⸗ 
trimonie belonged to them, and by the Aings of Er gland, 
(fpzannous vſurpers) agaynſt all right, violentipe ta⸗ 
ken from our Aunccſtozs. Ti pou not then recouer your 
loſe, and reenter on thoſe poſſeſſions, from whichyour Fa⸗ 
thers (agapaſt all reaſon) were erpulſed? Dutie doth cha- 


lenge e it at ycur handes , being the god not onely ſo2 your 
7 8 ſelucs 
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lelues, but fo2 your childꝛen and ſucceſo;s. Would yeu the 
loſe ſo god opoꝛtunitie, to reeſtabliſh things io loft + Are 
your hcaris moꝛe timerous then your enemies? ars your 
mindes made of wozſe mettall then thetrs? No, no. wel am 
J alſured that the leaſt among vou, is ot higber vertue and 
account then the beſt in their compauite, If it hath bern tht ir 
cuſtome, (as thcy themſelucs vaunt) to tryumph oucr vs, 
let vs Jearne them to conf{f{c with patience, that they haue 
no ſuch right oz cuſtome to vanquiſh, as in tb ſkirmilhes 
alrcadic we haue ſufficientiy made knowne,with what foz- 
tune and bnconguicrable ſpirites you entertained pour ene⸗ 
mies. Diſmap no moze now (my god Freentes)then you 
baue done, let each mans ſwozde make his entraunce as 
midſt his ſoes, and fauour one anothers life, ſo ſhall werte 
ſurceſſe returne ou with victozie, The King bauing ended, 
they diſceraed the Engliſh power eager to entounter, and ſo 
the Armies meeting, began a dꝛeadfull and daungerous bat 
taile. There might pou heare the Dzummes thunder, the 
Trumpets ſounde, the Clarions ring, the Phifes warble, 
 Launces ſhiuered, knights diſmeunted, fotemen ſcattered, 
beades defended, armes and badies wounded, ſome crying, 

other dping, a matter moze they lamentabie to beholde, and 
ſo long continued this cruell and blodie conflict, as the moſt 
part of the auauntgarde were ſlaine, ſoze wounded, oz ta? 
ken pꝛiſoners. Which when the King of Scots pertepued, 
being a Pzince ſo hardie and valiaunt as might be , com⸗ 
maunded the maine battaile fo giue the charge, in middeſt 
w3ercof he was in perſon: whercupon ths fight beganne 
again much moꝛe ficrce then befoze, ſo that yec might haue 
heard the Yozſes ſtoʒme, the Armour clatter, and on euerie 
fide behelde gad and venturons Katghts giue vppe their 
liues. At this ſurious onſet, Palmerin ſœing the Scots to res 
tyꝛe foz at uantage, cryed to the Bing ol England, Why bow 
nov my Loꝛt: do pou fozget your ſelfe 2 why ds pou not fol⸗ 
low on with your maine battaile, ing the enemie playcs 
vpn atuantage ?cherefully let vs vpon them, foz the day 
wil 
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will be ours. The king (&ing that Palmerins counſaile was 
verie expe dient, commsunded his men to martch on valp⸗ 
antly, which they did with ſuch courage, as not one oſ them 
but was thozowly buſied. Palmerin fearing (caſt T rineus 
would be oucr venturous, becauſe the pong Pzince was 
maruailous fo2zward , Tcfired him not to runne is farre into 
daunger, but kepe by him, to the end the one might ſuccour 
the other, if neceſſitie required. Mith iheſe wozds he ranne 
vpon the Scots like an angry Lyon, and no man durſk with⸗ 
ſtand tim, the y ſaws him malie ſuch llaughter: the king of 
England following him at an inche, deliuering true te ſli⸗ 
monie of his inuincible heart. On the other ſide, Trineus 
met with the Kings Bzother of the Ille Magdalen, pfers 
cing his Lannce quite thzough his bodie, ſo that he fell dead 
among his owne Souldiers: and Pto! eme all this while 
was not idle, but where cre he came, he lapd his ene mie at 
his fœte, ſo that the Scots wondered at the behauiour oftbeſe 
thze& knights. When the king ofthe Zſle Magdalen vn⸗ 
derſtod the death of his Bzother, incenſed with vnquench⸗ 
able anger, ran fiercely among the Engliſh, till he came 
Where Trineus, Palmerin and P tolome were, one of his 
Bnightes ſhe wing the King the man that flue his bzother, 
whereupon he mafitng towarts T rincus, lifted vppe bis 
Swoꝛdbe, and thought to haue flatne him: but Palmerin ſteps 
ping betweene them, ſapd. To me Captaine, fo me, and ſo 


the king and he encountered togtather ſo terribly, as Pal- 


merin was wounded in two o2 thao. places, fog which be 
made fach recompence to the king „ as kaäſtening bis 
Sword on his Helmet, cleft his head in twaine: that done, 
he fell dead to the ground. The ſight hcereof enklamed the 
Scots with ſuch rage, as like mad men they ranne cutting 
and killing among the Engli ſh, as well to re uenge the king 
of the Ille M2zeda'ens death, as to defend their owne king, 
wboſe danger they fcared. In this hote-ſkirmitſh,tke kings 
of England and Scots, met together, who charge d tach other 
with heir lozcible e the king of England was vn⸗ 
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bozſed and ſoze wounded ; but 7 rineus being at hand, ſecs 
ing bis dere friendes Father in ſuch perill, Buckled with 
the Bing of Scots ſo valtantly, as he gaue him many a cru- 
ell wounde, and had not his men made bafte to conuap him 
thꝛough the thꝛong, he had bene llaine by Trineus, lo was 
the King ol England mounted a gaine, and reuenged his 
fople on his enemy with maruellous valour, Therc try/ 
umphe d the thꝛee Grecian Knights , with inexplicable hos 
noꝛ, the Eng'iſhmen making (ſuch hauocke among the Scots, 
as btterly deſpayzing, tbey fled, one part to a Foꝛreſt ncere 
at hande, and the other towardes the Dea fo their Ships, 
the Ning getting into one of them to ſaue his like, by the 
meanes ofone of his knights, that lent him a god Jennet 
ol S paine, to eſcape away withall. And ſo lailes thence the 
Ring with greater ſhame, then did the Emperoz Antonius 
from O ctauius Czar, leauing his men fiercely purſued by 
the Engliſh, who terrified them in ſuch ſozt , as many of the 
poze Scots chele rather to runne into the Sea, and dꝛowne 
| * lues, then to fall into the bandes of their conquering 
enemies. 


Chap. XLVIII. 


Of che retreate of the 8 of Englands armie, and the ho- 
nout he did to the three ſtraunge Knights. 


Fter the King of Englande was Pai- 
der et the field, he cauſed the retreat 
„eto be ſeunded, and his men called to- 
2 a x -geather , commaunding likewiſe that 
& 8 i ſearch ſh:uld bee made thꝛougb the 
A OS) field to fuccour ſuch as were ſoze woun- 

— =D) ded, and to burie the deade, leaſt the 
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avꝛe ſhooldbee infected : wherenpon the Engliſhmen foke 
the ſpoil of their enemies, chiefly their bag t baggage which 
they bad left behind them. In the meane while the King 
withdzew himſelfe into bis Ment, where remembzing the 
great ſeruice ofthe tha& ſtrange knights, be commaunded 
his t phe lu Cerides to fa ke them immediately, who found 
them in a Scortiſh tent, binding vppe their wetindes, and 
being not a little glad of his good foztune, he tamc to Pals 
merin, ſaping. Gentleman, the King my Uncle carncltly 
deſireth you to come to him, becauſe he will neyther enter 
the towne noz vnarme himſclfe, fill he bcare ſome tidings 
of pou. Sting it pleaſeth him,ſaid Palmerin, tocommannd, 
we humbipobey, Wwherefoze wer pꝛap you Sir to returne 
bis maieſtp our dutifull thanks, and diligent attendance. 
After Cerides was departed, tycy rt ſolue d among them⸗ 
ſelues (at the earneſt requeſt of Trincus) that Palmeirin 
chould bee the chafeſt among them, end him they would 
bone; as thepꝛ Lozd,becauſe the pꝛinte fearcd to be knowne 
if ſuch account ſhould be made or him: ſo went they pꝛe⸗ 
ſently to the kings Tent, where they were no ſooner ente⸗ 
red, but the king (albeit h was ſoze wounded) aroſe from 
his Chaigm,andewbzacedthemloningly one after another, 
not ſuffering them to kn&le bcfoze him, but tonozably thus 
ſpake to them, Moozthy Gentlemen, how wellome rou 
are J cannot expꝛeſſe, fog J account my ſe le ſe highly bes 
bol ding to pou, as the Realme of England had ſuſtained this 
day great foyle, but by your foztunate valour: thinke then 
woozthy Lozds, wherein England map recempence you, 


and on my wozde it ſhall not be denied, in meane while 1 


pꝛap you lette me haue your company, becauſe J will ſer 
pour bearts care fully attended. The knights with great re⸗ 
uerence accepted the kings noble offer, and were tonducte d 
into a fayze Tent next the kings, Where the Chirur⸗ 


gions with great diligence d2cfſed their wounds, and alter ⸗ 


ward they came and (upped with tbe king. And becauſe the 


king intended en the mezrew to go refreſh him ſc lſe at the 
- | {Mow ne 
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Toivne of Corfani: , which befoze had beene cruelly be ſie⸗ 
ged bp the Scots, to giue God thanks foz the bappy vittozts, 
a famous Sermon was made befoze him by the Archbiſhop 
of Canterburie, to whom like wiſe he gaue ozder fo2 enters 
ring ſuch as had bene llaine of account, and in that place 
foz memoꝛie of his god foztune, be cauſed a godly Mona⸗ 
fterie to be butlded, and deſpatcheda poſte pꝛeſently to ad⸗ 
uertiſe the Quene of his ge? ſuccelſe, Now was his M 
ſtie verie deſirous to know the thz@ traunge knights, that 
pad ſo valiantly adiſted him, eſpecially the man that ſaned 
his like: wherevpon the next moꝛning he went to ſe them, 
demaundiaghaWw they fared ; foz{quoth he) wee will nowe 
ſct foʒ warde to Corfania, where we will make you better 
entertainment then w# can here in the field. Then moun⸗ 
ted they all on hozſebacke, and rode to Cortania, Where the 
Bing remained tiii ße and his knights were better recoue⸗ 
red. And where the king made the Duke of TLintriel high 
Marſhall of England, committing to his charge fixe thous 
ſand men, commaunding him to chaſe all the Scots foʒth of 
bis kingdome, whereloeuer he conld find tbem, and to ceaze 
to his hig hne ſſe vſe, the Townes and Caſtles, which they 
beloꝛe had in vie: which the Duke executed with ſuch cx- 
p:Tition,- as hte left not a Scot in anp Millage oz Hamlet, 
placing faithfull Officers foz the King in eut ry iuriidiqion. 
During theſe labours of the Duke, the Ring encry day vis 
. fitedtheſe thꝛee knights,and finding Palmerin at a time c0- 
nenient, ha requeſted ts knowe of whence ber was, and the 
names ot his companions, Let me intrrat you(quoth he)not 
to hide your ſelues from me, becauſe J ſhall not be in quiet 
till I know,that à mayremunerate your deſerts acco2ding 
to peur perſons, Palmerin, who feared to be d iſcoueres, 
could nat readily dtuiſe what aum were to make, yet at 
length in great humilitie, thus ſaid, Me would dt ire your 
Maieſtie, that it might ſtand with your god liking, at this 
time fo excuſe the knowledge of tur pꝛeſent affaire s, as alſo 
what we are: yet thus farre will I relolue your highneſſe 
that 
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that we are all Gentlemen of Greece, nouriſhed in the tourt 
or the Ring of Macedon, who in ſa@king ſtrange aductures, 
haue ti auailed many pꝛouintes, and nowe at length came 
info your kingdome, well ſtoꝛed at this time with knights 
errant, and gouerned (as we well perteiue) bya King ſo 
gracious as to ſuch perſons alloweth honoꝛ and god affecti⸗ 
on, as no Bing where we pet haue come doth tie like, Foz 
this caule my Kozd, as allo vnderſtanding that the king of 
Scots menated warre againſt pou, came we into your coun⸗ 
trep, to ſerve you in all obeyſance as the very ſimpleſt as 
mong your Souldiers, Truſt mie (ſaid the king) J haue well 
noted psur ſerutce,4 a man might be deceiucd in expecting 
better aſliſtance, fo2 which J reſt yours, in ought I map 


while J liue: but if yo wonld name pour ſelues, thẽ ſhould 


J know to whom J were indebted, as alſo that my ſubiects 
might honcur you accoꝛdingly. That (quoth Palmerm) will 
neither p2ofit noz pzetudice your Pateſty, let ſuffice then 4 
beſech peu, the bnfained god will and ſeruice we owe to 
fo pour bighneſſe, The king ſeeing he could not get what her 
would, changed his talke, ſlaying, Was it you Spa, that on 
the dap of battell was armed all in blacke? Yea my Lozde, 


ſayd Palmerin, and this knight (popnting to 7 rineus)is my 
Bꝛother, who ſheelded you from daunger againſt the king of 


Scots. Ah dere friends, quoth the king, this made me ſo im⸗ 
poꝛtunate, and may it like you to ſtaꝝ in my Court, 4 wil res 
card pon acco2ding to pour ſpeciall deſeruings, as the enelp 
knights of the woꝛld in my fanour , yelding thanks to hea⸗ 
nen,ſo2 the good J haue receiued by pour meancs, Humbly 
did the thzœ knights regratiate the king, pꝛomiſing foz a 
while to ſoiourne with him.

C Howe the Qneere of England was aduertiſed of the vice 
rorie againſt the King of Scots, and the ouerthrow of his 
whole armie, 


Hen after the king of Eng'and had ſent 
tidings fo the :Ncen of bis god fo2tune, 
and the konour he intended to the thace 
knights of Greece: the meſſenger was 
2 9 ſoſpedy,as the ſecond day following he 
A} { where the Nucene kept her coutr, and 

Mateo p2cſented hir the letters from the king 
her buſband,reciting the whole maner of p battel, with the 
rare crployts of the thꝛc Grecian knights, and howe one of 
them p2eſcnted the kingslife, omitting nothing that was 
nedfull to be repoꝛted, as howe the king intended to come 
with the thz& knights in great royaltie ta London, 4 thcr- 
foze ſhe ſhould pꝛouide equal entsrtainement. The Qucene 
dighly contented with theſe newes, demaunded of the meſ- 
ſenger if h knew the thꝛer knights that gaue ſuch aſſi- 
Tance to the king. No inderde mar ame, anſwered the meſ⸗ 
ſenger , neither did J ſee them, but at the time J was dil⸗ 
patched with my meCage, Agriola find ing in ber ſelfe the 
puillance ofa little God that made leue, ſodainely ſu⸗ 
ſpected that theſe knights were they Which che ſawe at 
the Chappell, and therefoze ſaid. J pꝛap the tell me my 
Freend, what armes besre the knights? One of them Ma⸗ 
%s (qnoth he) the very beſt knight in the wozld is in 
Orer ne Armour, and that is he that ſaucd the king yeur fas 
thers 
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chers life, when the Ring of Scots had neere flaine him, buf 
he remounted my Lo2d,gining his enemy ſuch a dangercus 
wound with his Launce, as it was greatly doubted hee had 
kild him, he loft ſo much blend, and this was one of the pꝛin⸗ 
cipall octaſions of our victozie. This Anigyts companion in 


rie, ſoꝛ as a Lion makes hauocke in a heard of tattell: ſo did 
he cut, flath, æ mangle the Scots, as the very hardieſt durit 
not abide befo2ohim. The third is in blacke Armoꝛ, ſparck⸗ 
led all over with white Roſes, a Knight ol ne leſſe courage 


then his compantons,and one that fcught loꝛ England with 


incredible pꝛoweſſe. Let me die, ſaid Agriola to the Qutene, 
if theſe be not the Unightes that paſt by this Cittie, when 
wee went to the Chappell to perfoꝛme our exerciſe : there⸗ 
withall ſhe rehearſed what ſpeech her Gouernelſe had with 
them, and what ſhe commaunded them. In ſoth Daughter, 
quoth the Queene, your Gouerneſſe and you may well bee 
blamed, foz the ſlender account you made of them: J pꝛay 
your therefoze when they returne, let your foꝛimer fault bee 
_ fufficiently retompenced. That ſhall F not faile to doe, 
Agriola. Sn the Quene hansurably rewarded the Melln⸗ 
ger, ſending him backe with anſwer, that the Kings charge 

fhoulv bs effectually executed. The King aduertiſed of the 
Mueenes replie, ſet fozwarde with the inightes of Greece 
and his fraine to the Court, and by the way , remembzing 
the power ſent by the Empereur of Allemaigne to the King 
of Norway, he ſaid fo Palmerin. I cannot ſufficiently mar⸗ 
uaile, gentle knight, why the Emperoꝛ ſhould declare him⸗ 
ſcife mine enemie, and giue alliſtaunce to the King of Nor- 


way, àgainſt me, conſldering J neuer did any thing might 


deſerue his diſpleaſure:but I ſweare by the fayth of a King, 

that J will reuenge my wꝛong, and let him aſſure himſelle, 

that while J haue one fate of ground oꝛ a dozen of my @cl 

diers to helye mee, J will neuer haue peace with him: to 

moleſt mee within mine cwne domin ion: by God, my 

Friends, J cannot foꝛget it. Theſe woꝛds greatly _

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Blacke armour, behaned hunſelfe wich wonderfull chinal⸗ 
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fo Triac's, but cſuetialts Palmerin, who anſwered. In 
vip opinion my Loꝛd, the Empercur did but reaſon, and as 
duetie bourd him, in reſpen he could not honeſtly refuſe to 
aide the King of Norway his Coſin, and hercof Jcanzfure 
rot:, in that q hiue ſometime beene in his Court, that her is 
one of the wiſeſt end beſt gouerned Pances that cuer 3 
heard of, Wherefv2c, bee it ſpeken vnder correction, pour 
Maieſtie ſhoulv faꝛget this light offence, and tonſider if the 
ke had been? towards you, veu weuld haue done no lcſĩe. 
Then the King heard him ſo ſuppoꝛt the Eimptroꝛs cauſc. 
he p2eſently iudged him to be or his Courfe , and therefv:e 
ayd. Are peu he Sir, that wonne ſuch honoꝛ and rend wne 
in Fraunce, at the combat maintained by the Pzince Lewes 
ſoꝛ the lone of his Ladie? It pou be ſo, 3 pꝛap you do not de⸗ 
nie it, fo2 F ſhall hencetoꝛth thinke my Court moſt happie, 
to harbour the moſt excellent among al Rnights: and J 
pꝛomiſe vou F am ſo iealous of mine owne conceyte, as you 
tan hardly peiſwade mee otherwiſe, ſich experiencs haue J 
made of your beuntic and vertue. Palmeria bluſhing 
ai th ſe 33023cr8,21d deubting he ſhould nolve be certamlys 
rr: YOon,anwree, Mee hombly intreate pour Maieſtie 
heercteſoꝛe, and ſo we doo now againe, chat you would not 
enquure whence we are: ſufficeth your highnefle, that wer 
are his humble Scruants, in any thing that ſhall like him 
to commaumde vs, The king this hearing, repented him- 
lelfe that hee had biene ſo impoztunate, ſoꝛ hee ſeared leaſt 
his ſpeeches would make them foꝛſake his company, wher- 
foze by this time being come necre his Pallace, hee ſayde. 
Nhat Jhane ſayd Gentlemen, J hope ſhall not offend you, 
in mm excuſe admit my earneſt deſire toknewyer, By and 
by ourrtoke them the Duke of Tintriel, who went to re⸗ 


done the Crowne (as pcu haue heard) what the Scots b⸗ 


(arped,and he avucrtiſed the Bing, that the Queene and her 
Ladies were ridden to a Caſtle foure miles frem London 
to ſollace thernſelues, whereupon the king reſolued to ryde

thus. Youknowe my choſen friend, that the hope ol my 
loue made me leaue my fathers court, and to pꝛeuent mx 
meaning confifts onelp in you, now in reſpect ofmy foꝛci⸗ 
ble captiuitie, bieing vnpꝛouided of ſtrength ſence, oꝛ any 
meane to diſcouer my loue to her, who cx'p can helpe me; 
J intreate pou by the inuiolable league of our a mitie, that 
when vou chaunce to ſpeake with the Godde ſſe of my life, 
my paines and anginthes may ſerue fo2 my ſalutations, 
and imparting to her the cxtreamitte of my ſoꝛrewes, ſhee 
map perceiue in what t ſtate Jam, and whatneve J haue 
or her gracious pittie.

m this matter on me, which J doubt net to handle in ſuch 
ſoꝛt, as you ſhall haue no cauſe to be mal content, oꝛ the 
Pꝛinceſſe any reaſon to be mgratcfull, But what thinke 
vou if my Dwarfe did carrie this meſſage? in my opinion 
thꝛough the whole woꝛld) you ceuld not finde a moꝛe fitte 
fellow,ſuch is his ſubtile and pꝛeſent inuention, as hee wil 
pꝛooue the onely ſtring to your be we. Alas ſayd the paince, 
J care not who were imploped herein, ſo J wire ſure of 
comſoꝛt. Then was the dwarre called, te when Pal merin 
in this ſoꝛt began. It is wel knewne to ther VI Danil o, with 
what gcod will J wculd do avi ſcruite J could ton yX o2d 
Trineus, as well fozthe inccmparable kindnes J he ue re⸗ 
cctued of nip Ladie his Siſter, as fozthe affimlie 3 hepe 
chall one day be betwane vs by his nicanc#.&0 cflen haue

fn beautifull and of ſuch perfection, as pꝛo⸗ 
e miſed great hope in time to come. He 
bauing made reue rente to his Father, and the ether Pain⸗ 
ces, demaunded foz the ſtraunge Knightes, and ſaluting 
them with ſuch kindnelle as was rare in a Childe, he rode 
bet wene Trineus and Palmerin, giuing them harty thanks 
foꝛ they2 frnol ſaccour ts his Father, without which, 
ſayd her, as the Nuene my Mother tolde mee, hee had dyed, 
and wee all bene diſtre ſſed. By this tyme they were come to 
the Caſtell , all the way ſo thicke peſtered with people, as 
there was no rome fo firre among them, cucris one crys 
ing, Yapple be the knights that fopled our enemyes . 0 
entring the Caffell, in the vttermoſt Court thep mette the 
Quene and her Ladycs, among whom fayze Agriola ſype 
ned, as be autifuli Venus among the other ſtarres, wheres 
with the P2ince of Allemaigne was ſo nipt in the head, as 
an offe nt cur with his guilt befoze a Jud ge, ſo that not res 
garding what pong Fredericke, oz the other Lozds courte⸗ 
oullie ſapd to him, he was readie to fall befite his hozſe with 
evermuach gazing : But Palmerin ſubdainly OO _ 
| R ortip, 


tyat the Ring was not farre eff, ſhe 
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foftly,ſayd, Fie,my Lozde, what meane you to foꝛget your 
ſelle thus? ſe you not her that is ozdapred yours, and will 
vou not triumph in your bappie fight, but ſitte as one vt- 
terly diſcouraged? Foz ſhame let paſſe this puſillanimitte, 
and with ch&refull countenaunce gos giue her the god mo- 
row, The Pzince did ſo, but with ſach time rous conceits, 
as hauing ſaluted the Pother, der duͤrſt not ſpeake to the 
Daughter: who imagining the beit, and that baſhfull reue⸗ 
rence did ſo with- holde him, ſhEe came ts him in this mans 
ner. Are not pou fir, the Knight in the grene Armour, that 
not long ſince pzomiſedone of my Ladyes to apde my Fas 
ther in bis warres? J am fayze Pꝛinceſſe, quoth her, and 
what J haue done, was at rour ckommaunde ment, the ver⸗ 
tue wherof gaue me ſuch firength,as (ome of the Scots haue 
felt to their coſt: but had J gone vnpꝛouide d of ſuch fanour, 
J avi perſwaded J couldnener haue returned aliue. Jt now 
remaines,ſweete Ladie,that accozving io the requeſt I then 
made by your Lat ie, it would pleaſe you to remitte his of- 
lence, who dele rut d ibe ſharpeſt puniſhment can be de ui⸗ 
ſed, foꝛ not þonouring that Paincefle , which carryes the 
Palme frcmall Ladyes liuing. In true ib. my Loꝛde, ſapde 
the Pzincefle, not onelis is pour fault to bee ſezgiuen, il it 
could be named a fault, but alſs cught J to recompence you 
to my vttermoſt power, ſceing by yeur meanes my Fas 
ther in (afetie, and the Realme of England deliuered from 
the tyꝛannous ſernitude of the Scots : : whereſoze you way 
allure your (cite , that if I can ſtende you in any ſtedde tos 
wards the King my Father, you (hall commaunte me to 
mp vttermoſt. The Pzince returned per a thoulind thanks, 
and ſapde. Belcue mee, Padame, the vcrie leaſt title cf 
dur god will, is recompence to mee moze then ſufficient, 
and would pꝛouoke ſuch affection in mie towards your ſer⸗ 
uice, as xou could net tommaunde the thing, but J ſhotlde 
with dutifull willingneſle perlozme it, as J deubt not but 
better occaſions ſhall make mantſeſt vnto peu Then cntred 
they the great Hall , where ſuch a lumptuous berquet was 
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pꝛouided, as will aſke moze time to repozt, then le yſure will 
admit. Likewiſe here to ſet do wne the wonderfall paillons 
ol the amoꝛous Pꝛince Trineus, in regard ot a Ladie ſo ex⸗ 
terding in perſections,ſarpaſſeth my tapacitie: but b that 
is ſeated ſo oppoſit to ſo faire a creature, and [ones ſo earneſt⸗ 
lyas Trincus, pet dare not ſpeake leaſt he ſhould bee ſpyed, 
map iudge of that which J cannot vtter. But ſæing the li- 
bertie of ſpæch was denyed, the ſpcedic eye poffev betwene 

them with ſweete conue pances, and ffill muſt ſh& countes 
nance the traunger Knights, till fearing to be taken tar- 
die, che cloſely conferred with the Pzinceſſe Eufemia, baughs 
ter to the Duke of Norgalles, ſaying : What thinke you £6. 
zen of theſe ſtrangers ? are they not the ſeemelpeſt perſona⸗ 
ges that euer you ſawe, both in fagour, conntenaunce, god 
grace and hardinefle ? A am of che opinion, that although 
they repoꝛt themſe lues but as ſimple Kntghts errant, they 
bee doubtleſſe great Loztes, diſcended ofnsble and pzincely 
parentage : as onemap eaſily gather by their ciuill and ver 
tuous behaniour, which is euermoze the witneſſe of true nos 
bilitie.1Tbeſe wozps cauſed Eufemia to marke well T rineus, 
as her Cozin Agrioladid,which he perce yuing, and indging 
that they talked of him, his alterations were ſo ſenſible as 
they might be eaftly diſcerned : foz the moze they eyed him, 
the greater was his fozment , till the Table beeing with⸗ 
d2zawne,he had ſome eaſe in opening his minte to Palmerin, 
whoſe comfoztable woꝛdes were as god fo him as re ſtoza⸗ 
tines. Agriola on the other ſive eſcaped not fre, ſoꝛ her eaſe 
was no greater when ſhe aroſe , then when ſhe ſate downe, 
and that mut be little, hauing ſodaintie a dich befo2e her fo 
fill her ſtomacke. 

Thu next mozning, the King and the Ladies moun⸗ 
fed on hoꝛſeback, ſetting towards London, and God knowes 
the Pꝛinte was nat farre behinde them, ltuing onely by 
the regard ot her, with whole rare beautie hee coulde neuer 
ſatiſſie his e es. And as they rede thozowe a Fozreſt, tho 
King ling the Trees ſo græne and delightlull, and * 
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the heate of the day hindered their trauaile, hee cauſed his 
Pamlions and Tents to bee there pꝛeſentlp pitched , and 
intended to dine there vnder the cole tres, Dinner bees 
ing ended, hee would ner des go coarſe the Hare, waſting the 
uafternone in that paſtime , and on the next dap, rode to 
chaſe a Hart which was taken in the toyles, and thercwitt 
all a huge wilde Boze , the mighticft that euer was ſane, 
pauing wounded him in ſo many plates, as the Dogs and 
Blodhoundes mi t eaſily tracks him. Akterwarde they 
rowſe da fallow Deere, when the Yuntſmen made p wots 
ring ſo bꝛauelpꝑ with winding their Yoznes, and the Ert p⸗ 

houndes purſued the courſe lo ſpeedily : as Palemedes choſe 
was not comparable to this, till in the ende the Der re was 
falien, Theſe pleaſures finiſhed, the King with his cempa⸗ 
nie returned to his Tents, che wing to the Muene and her 
Ladies the fruits of theyz paſtime, ſaying, J pꝛomiſe pou 
Madame, I thinks theſe Grecian knightes txcell in euerie 
tbing © foz as in chiualrie, ſo this ray bane they ſhew- 
ed themſelues excellent wodmen, as none in our frayne 
may compare with them. By this time the Tables were 
coucred toz Supper, all which time was ſpent in diſcour- 
ling of theyz ſpoꝛts: till the god night giuen on all ſives,the 
the knightes withdzew the mlelues into their tent, All 
lþeſe pleaſures made not Vrbanillo fe2getfull-of his Pai⸗ 
gers charge, wherefe2c pzactifing how to attem pliſh it ef 
ſecually , ber feunde meanes to come acquainted with the 
Ladyes attending on the Pꝛintce ſſe, and in reſpec he atten⸗ 
ded on the knights of Greece, he was licenced the oftner in- 
to they2 compante, The next mozning, the king and the 
knights walking into the Mods, the Dwarffe watching 
time todelincr his meflage, made (omany walkes and re⸗ 
turnes be foze the Paincefſe Pauillion, as at laſt che eſpyed 
bim, and calling him to her, lape: J pzay tler, my Frend, by 
the {aith thou brate ſt thy Paiſter, tell wee the true ih ol a 
matter I chall aſke thee, Madame (quoth the Dwarffe vps 
en bis Ener) commaund what xop picaſe,fo2 there is nothing 
(mp 
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(my miſtreſſa pꝛeiudice excepted) but J will traeiy tell 
vou. Which of the thꝛe, ſaid the Pꝛinceſſe, is thy Paiſter: 
My Paiſter (quoth the Dwarffe) bath not his ſecond in all 
perfections, he it is that was in the blacke Armour, who in 
the baftell foz your Father did ſo manie wonderkull ex- 
ployts, as farre exc@deth the fabulous repoꝛtes ot ſir Gawen 
02 Lancelot du Lake. Jnſ@th (quoth che) ſo haue I heard, 
and beſide thy dutie reſerned to thy Maiſter, J ſee thou canſt 
ſette him foszth foz a molt hardie knight: but tell met of 
whence he is? what are his companions ? and whyto they 
make it ſo daintie to be knowne ? Yerein Madame, ſapde 
he, Jcannot with my dutie aunſwere pou, fo2 J am reſtrap⸗ 


ned byafozmer pꝛomiſe, nat to rsneale the leaſt matter that 


map be hurtfuil to them, Zeuertbelelle, in regard of the re⸗ 
nerent god will they beare you, and that J would not haue 
pen offended with ſuch an abiec creature as J am, J would 
gladly tell you ſome thing to ponr content, ſo you will pꝛo⸗ 
miſe me on pour pancely woꝛde, that what Jreueale Gall 
neuer be diſouered by you, Perſwade thy lelfe thereof, ſayd 
the Pꝛinceſſe, and loke what thou ſayſt, by my honoz , ſhall 
neuer turne to thy after harme. Then know fayze Padame, 
(zuofh he) that the greene knight is of the moſt noble and 
illuſtrious houſe in Europe , louing a Ladie as his pzoper 
life, foz whom he bath left his Countrey, parents c friends, 
to come and do her ſernice. The blacke knight, as J hang 
alreadie tolde you, is mp maiſter, and further then this A 
map not tell you. What am J the nearer my defire , quoth 
ſhe, by this aunſwere ? eyther thou ſhonldeft hane ſapde no⸗ 
thing, oz elſe thozowly ſatiſſpes me ,foz now J cannot be 
quieted, till thou tell me what Ladie it is, that the greene 
Knight loues ſoderely ; let me not make ſo many intrea- 
fies,foz J pꝛomiſe to thee againe, by the faith ofa Pꝛinceſſe, 
that neuer ſhall any creature know it by my mrcanes , You 
v2ge me ſo farre, quoth the Dwarffe , and haue made mes 
ſuch great pꝛomiſes, as J am conftrayned (beyond p charge 


giuen by my maiſter) to acquaint you with the trueth, in 
| 3 reſpect, 
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reſp: a, the fault wil be greater in you fo make refuſal,then 
in peleing. Reſclue pour ſelfe therefoze god Padame,that 
the bzane arencKnight , ſo rich in Armes, but moze in 
minde , is the Pzince Trineus , Donne to the Emperour of 
Allemaigne,ſo paſſionate in loue, and (6 depzined of liberty, 
by denont ſeruice to pour excellent bountie: as againft both 
duetie and nature, be hath deceined his Father, feigning to 
come ayde his Kinſman the King of Norway, where contras 
riwiſe,he hath hewed himſelle his moztall enemie. And to 
no other ende hath he thus offended both Father and Cozin, 
then to make known his long e labourous defires, to make 
you Lady and Miſtreſſe of him and his; and ſuch is his fears 
to be refuſed, as he endures moze tozments,then the marti- 
red bodye of pooze Prometheus. Bee not then the cauſe 
ſwete Ladie, that a Pꝛince ſo famous, and a Knight ſo gen⸗ 
tle, hall buy his great god ſeruice to your Father and Coũ⸗ 
_ frep,yea the moſt loyal loue he beares to you, with vntime⸗ 
lie, vnfeztunate, and cracll death, Thinks with your (elfe, 
is it not the higheſt among all konours,to be Mile to ſuch a 
Lo2d, and Empꝛeſſe (in time) of renowne® Allemaigne?Js 
it not perpetnall repozt, to be Lady and commaundꝛeſſe of 
the pꝛincipall parte of Europe 2 Let not him beare reco2d 
that a bodie ſo avozned , and counfenaunce ſo milde and gras 
cious, can entertaine tirannie oz crueltie: yea Madam ſuch 
trueltie, as if von receive him not into your fauourable con- 

keit, pou ſhall pzocure the death of trueſt Knight in lone, 
that euer lived, The blacke knight is the raowned Pal- 
merin d Oliua, the wonder of the wezld foz dalonr , conque- 
ring in Fraunce the Duke of Sauoy, in maintenaunce of his 
Ladies beautie, fapze without compare: confozming his 
She&lde and Armour equall ta his mourning thoughts, foz 
bis abſence from her that tryumphes in his lone, The third 
knight, ſo adozned with white Roſes , is called Ptolome, 
loned by a Ladje well woztby sf him. At now remaineth 
layze Pzincefſe , that you make the Pzince Trineus equalt 
with them in telititie, foz you haue the maydenheade of his 
| lone 
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loue, which with honoz yvu may entcrtaine info your chaffs 
 Chonghtes , Thus baue J acquainted you with ſuch a ſe⸗ 
crote , as no creature but your ſelfe could haue got of me, 
and the danger fo fall into your miſconceit , hath made mie 
fach a blab: leaning all you haue heard to your gracions c6s 
fkruction, A griola, mete lie farre enough in loue beloze, but 
now vtterly denied of longer libertie, hearing the wozdes 
of Vibanillo, wagſurpziſed with ſuch a range alferation, 
as a long time the was vziuen to ſilence , not able ts vtter 
the ſecrete conceits of her minde, yet at length (to ſhadewe 
ber ſuddaine change from the ZDwarfe ) ſha ſayve, Ah mp 
Freende , thou acquainteſt me with matter altogither ins 
credible , is it poſſible that Trineus Bonne to the Emperoz 
of Allemaigue, would venture into this Court, confldering 
the moztall enmitie betwæne our Fathers? Truſt me mp 
reende J cannot credit thee, J renounce mine owne ſoule 

ude the Dwarfe , if it be not as J haue told you:then iudge 
Madame what acceptaunce ſhoulde be made of his ſcruice, 
when loue fo pou exc>deth nature: may it not bee terme 
lone ſurpaſſing all other, eyther regiſt red in antiquities,oz 


p2clent memoꝛie? If it ſhould be, quoth che, as thenſayclif, 


it is b:yande my power to returne condigne recompence, 
ret in reſpec ot iþy ſecretie, J dare aſlure th, mine owne 
opinion of him bath ſo ouer · maiſtered me, as in honozable 
mode ſtie he map commaund, and J am not ſo well nur turen 


to diſagrie. But if eyther by my wozps thon haſt gathered, 


oz by any chaunge of countenaunce perceived , the ſuddaine 
yelding ol a flexible nature: interpꝛete it in this god ſozf, 
that Pꝛinces afflidions make each other melt, as framed 
ol one mettall , which I charge thee tonteale from him, as 


thou re gardeſt my woꝛd and his ſafetie. Pardon mee a⸗ 


dame, quoth the Dwarfe , it ſtande th not with my alleges 
aunce ta obe y vou h rein, what a villaine might I bee ac- 
counted, and vnwoztby the name of a faithfali ſecruang if 
I ſhoulde tide theſe happy tydings from him, to gale thoſe 
tozments that euerye bouze thzeaten bis death: Yea 
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Madame, did my maiſter but thinke J would fo abuſe him, 
well deſerued I to be fozne in pxces, Well, quoth ſhe, if 
thou findeft time conue nient, till him, but no other J charge 
ther on thy lile: and withall certiſie him, that J woulde not 
fo; my Fathers Crowne he ſhould be knowne, Feare you 
not, god Madame, ſayde the Dwarffe,.they are alreadie ſo 
well adniſed, as none but pour ſelfe can any way endaun⸗ 
ger them. Jt ſufficeth that the Pꝛince vnterſtande pour 
pleaſure, which J will impart to him when the King is re- 
turned: ſo kiiſling her hande he departed, leauing her ſo 
highly contented, in aſſurance of the loyall lone of Trine- 
us, as the neuer determined any other Yuſbande,yet woulte 
tHe not diſcloſe her minde,no not te Eufemia, her ſecret com 
panton, thinking horſeife to much bewzaped, becauſe the 
Dwarffe kne we it. Sone after the Qucene ſent foz her, to 
walke in the cole ſhadowe of the Trees, where not long 
they ſtayed befoze the King returned, who repozted what 
paſtime they had all that mozning, The Knightes hauing 
ſalnfed tbe Auckne and her Ladies, Trineus ſaluting the 
Pztincefle Agriola , was ſo tranſpszted as he ſcant knewe 
where be was. The Pꝛinteſſe likewiſe fired with a tedfaſk 
epe on him, as wounded both him and her (elfe togither , 
ber cemplexion ſo aptly deciphering her fickenefſe, as the 
Patnce perceyuing it, ſayd tohimſeife, Ah loue, haft thou 
w2onght lo happily foz mie, as my Ladie knowes'my ſe⸗ 
trete attliaions : ſhall I be ſo foztunate,as the will Ake re- 
mozle on my paſſions? ſwete hope perſwades mee fe , fo; 
the offenchange of her diuince tountenaunte, tels me there 
is ſome mertie in wozking. ' The King and Qutene depar⸗ 
ting into their Pauilion, Trincus and Palmerin did the like 
into theirs, the Pzince taking Vrbanillo aſide, demaunded 
if be bad any god newes foz him, It you will graunt wee 
one thing, ſaidthe Dwarffe, J will tell youſach tydings, as 
cannot but content vou. Dꝛmaunde what thou wilt, quoth 
Inneus, and by the faith of a Pzince, thou ſhalt not bee de⸗ 
nied. Then beganne the whole viſcourſe bec had with the 
Pꝛinceſſe, 
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Pꝛinteſſe, and what denotion # had foꝛ the recoperie of 
his health. Judge you in what rare humour the Pꝛince now 
felt himſelfe, without queſtion he imagined himſelfe ina 
moze beautifull paradiſe, then euer was inuented by Epicu- 
rus himſe lle, and embzacing the Dwarfe he ſaid. Ah my — 
frend, what wilt thou p J giue ther: teil mo what thou de⸗ 
maundeſtꝛ thou baft my whole life ſo much at thy command 
as thou maiſt liberally ſhare out thine owne recompence, 
but ſc ing the beginning is ſo god, no doubt much better re- 
maineth behind. Why my Lozd, the Dwarfe , you know 
J was bozne to do you ſeruice, commannd u hit vou pleaſe 
and J will accompliſh it. Then ſhalt thon, ſaid the Pzince, 
returne to my Miſtreſſe againe , and kiſſing her hande,p2e- 
ſent her from me this Emerald, deſiring her to weare it ſoz 
my lake; with remembzance to pittie his painfall miſeries, 
whole life and death is onely in her hand. Vibauillo taking 
the ring, Trineus and Palmerin went to paſſe the time with 
the Ring, and the Pꝛinceſſe at their entraunce regarding 
Trineus, perceiued by bis countenance that he tnderffode 
ber mefſage,foz his blod was now riſen cherelyin his face, 
which befoze was ſuncke downe with to much langulhing, 
ſo that ſhe imagined her ſelfe moze happie, in bœing ſo be lo⸗ 
ned, then to loue , and knew not well how to diſſemble her 
top. Ah poꝛe Trincus , the paine theu endureſt, attending ; 
the wiſhed houre to ſpeake with her, far ſurmounteth the 4 
toꝛments of Leander, awaighting when Phocbus would ga © | 
bathe himſelf wtih Theris and the Marine Goddelles, that 
de might alter ward ſwim to his afftanced Heroe: and had 
not ſhe giuen thee a better figne by her exe to aduenture, I 
would haue reckongd the moze infoztunate, then the betre 
thed ſpeuſe tothe pꝛiſoner of Abydos. Now had T , 
boſhfully taken the Pꝛintelle by the band, when behappi⸗ £3 th 
ly one came to aduertiſe the king, that the hort he hadihas [ 
fed the day befoze, was now againe gotten within p foxlcs, i 
that if it pleaſed him to hunt in the mozning , hec ſhoult no iq 


doubt Kill him with little laboz. Theſe newes Were ſo wels 
come 
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tome to tge King , that becauſe he would the next mozning 
moze earlie go to his paſtdne , her withdzewe himſclfe ſoz 
that night, the Queene and Agriola like wiſe departing te 
their Pan: llion: (6 that Trineus encounter was thus pze- 
nented , and he with Palmerin refarned ts their Tent; tru⸗ 
ſting fill on the Dwarfes diligence , that be ſhould perfect 
all things to his hearts deſire , e to perſwade him the moze, 
Palmerin thus began. I bane this hope my Lo2d,ſeing al- 
readie ſo manie god fignes , that you cannot any way be 
deceinedin pour loue;andthþis A would aduiſe you, Foztune 
being ſo fanourable., e aſſiſting you to her verp vitermoſk, 
you ſhould not hence - ſoth ſhe we pour ſelle ſo feminine, but 
in hardie manner, reneale to the Pzincefle, when pou ſhall 
find her at connenient leyſare, both howe you tone her, and 
what fanourable grace you expect at her hands. J muſt con- 
felle , that Letters and meſſages are able to dw much : but 
the perſon bering pꝛeſent, and knowing how to requeſt, and 
how ts be anſwered , is moze auailable a thouſand times: 
and in bzrefe , no Peſſenger can be like himſelfe, J ſpeake 
not this, as though my Dwarfe were uot faithfull , but to 
this ende, that ſh& ſhould receiue nooccafion of ciſplcaſure. 
In how manie dangers haue Gentlemen bene, only by the 
bad tanſtruction of their ſeruants meſſage ? the readieſt wit 
Chat is cannot number them: therefoze if vou find opoztuni⸗ 
tie, attend no other ſuter but your ſelfe. This councell wel 
liked the Pzinte Trineus, wherfoze he determined to ſpeak 
to her himſelfe , ſo ſone as time and leyſure woulve permit 
dim, and in this reſolution they went to take they; reſt:but 
the remembzance of Polinarda , would not ſuffer Palmerin 
 fofleepe, comparing his ioy in her pꝛeſente, with his toznif- 

ting paſſions nowe in her abſence bzeathed-foozth mantis 
fighes;k hedwmanie tearos,till at length hee began to ſlum⸗ 
ber wheria he thought he diſcerned this ſight. Weeing in c@s 
panle with the King , be ſawe come foꝛth ofa darke caue a 
dzeatfulLyon , who with open th2oat ſet vpon him, and aſe 
ſapled him in ſuch maner , as with his nailes tietp he _ 
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his Armo2 , and put him in verie great daunger of his life, 


ſo that he ſtroue in ſuch ſozt in his flpe, as Trineus bœing 
in bed with him, awaked him, deemaunting why he ſtrug⸗ 
led ſo earneſtly . Palmerin thus awaked defired Cod to 


withſtand all his euils, and afterward recounted to Trine- 


us the v-yoie effect of his dze ame, and (aid, It will not bee a⸗ 
miſſe my Lo2d that ts moʒrow we ride armed in the Kings 
companie , foz ſuch illuſtons, albeit they commonly fall out 
vntr ue, yet can pꝛeſage no god to follow. J like your couns 
ſell well, aunſwered Trineus, and that Prolome go armes 
as well as we. In the moꝛning they aroſe and armed them⸗ 
ſelues, all ſane their Helmets and Launces , Which their 
Squires caried , and in this (ozt came to bid the King gods 
mozrow, who meruailed much toſ& them ſo pꝛepared, and 


doubting they had receined (ome occaſion et vente, deman⸗ 


ded what woued them ſo to be armed. You know my 1025 
guoth Palmerin, that a Knight ought evermsoze to be ready 
fo2 all aduentures , and nat knowing what inconuentence 
982 danger may happen, befoze ſuch time we ſhall returne as 
gaine,we haue armed our ſelnes to pꝛeuent the wozf, The 
King not diſcontented with this anſwer mounted on hozſes 
backe, e comming to the chaſe, had excellent game at Deere, 
Hart, Boze and wilde Buffell , wherein he take ſuch ex⸗ 
c&ding pleaſure , as he determined to ſtay there flue 82 fire 
daies longer. But in the place where he ſuppoſed himſe lte 
ſafe , andfree from all hazard, ſuddainly he was ſolicited 
with the chaunges ol foztune, fo2z the Queen and her deughe 


ter Agriola were in meruailous danger, as you ſhall reade 


in the diſcourſe following.

Neuer credit mer 
myLo2d, it this ſquire come not to ysu about (ome ſpeciall 
affaires, as well maye be gathered by his ſpdie pace, At 
theſe wozds the Gentlemã came to the king, repoꝛting how 
the Giant Franarco,Lozd of the caſtle of Carbones, ſinte his 
departure came to his Tents, and from thence had violently 
taken the Qucene and her Daugter Agriola, notwithſtan- 
ding tbe reſiſtante of manie knights, who ſtriuing to defend 
per, loſt their lines, The King with theſe woꝛds ſtroken in 
wonderkull greke, ſaid. 

Ab Sentlemen, this villainous Traptoꝛ hath notozioufly 
wꝛonged vs. Yow is it poſſible to recouer them againe be⸗ 
foze they be diſhonoured ? Trineus and Pa merin mooued 
at theſe ne wes, aſked the Squire, which way he went with 
the Queen and her Daughter ? In truth my Koꝛd quoth he, 
2 dannot tell ye which way he tooke, we all were ſo trou⸗ 

| bled, 
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bled and miſuſed by his traine: except they went along the 
Foꝛreſt, and ſo are gone to the next village.Then Palmetin 


claſping on his Bel met, and ſnatc hing his Launte frem his 
Dwarfe, Galloped amaine after the Giant, not ſpeaking a 


wozd fo Trineus, who actompanie d with Ptolo me, rode as - 


pace after him , and as they paſſed by the QAuernes Tent, 
they ſaw the Ladies and gentle women beauily lamenting, 
eſpecially Eufemia , the cherte companion to the Pzincefle 
Agriola. Diutrs Knights beſide armed themſelues to pur⸗ 


ſue the Giant, but Trineus not a little enraged, followed the 


tracke of the hozſe, demaunding of all he met, if they ſaw the 
villaine that had ſtolen away the Ladies. As concerning 
this Gient Franarco, you muſt note that hee was the cruel- 
leſt tyꝛant and moſt notable fellon in all Þ Realme , hauing 
a dapes iourney from the Fozrt ſt where the King hunted, 
aCaftle ſo well fo2teficd, andfurniſhed with munition and 
all things neceſſarie, as in Fngland was not the like, which 
was left to him by the death of his Father, who fozciblte 
fooke it from a Lo2de his neighbour , and diuers other plas 
ces,eſpectally the Ifle Magdalen, There ſucceded he Þ roys 
all dignitie, after the death of the elder 3Bzother, , who (as 


you have heard) was flaine in the battaile by Palmerin, and 


be vnderſtanding the death of the king of the Ille Mag- 
dalen, was ſe bighlie diſpleaſed, Þ although be had alwaies 
befoze bone allegeaunte to the king , h nowe ſolemnly 
ſwoze to reuenge bis Bzothers death, being (ofeared of the 
whole Countrey , as none durſt enterpziſe to deale with 


him, Sotorcuenge the flarighter ef bis eldeſt Bzsther, 


with diners of his kindzed and Frentcslikewtſe flayne in 
the battaile , be Krengthened himſcife with thirtie hardie 
knightes , intending to diſpleaſe the king ſo much as hee 


tsulde. And hearing ÿ he was cen ming to Lendon, to feaſt 


tte knights that were the cauſe cf ibis vico2y, but ctefely 
him that ſle we hie bzother,came with his copary thts wap, 
in hope to fiinde them all vnpꝛiuided. And ten ming that 


moꝛuing the king was gone cn tunting, ha ſeund theſe te . 
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vefired to miete withall,foz the hatred he bare them, thin⸗ 
king himſelle ſufficiently renenged, if bo couldcarry away 
with him the Mngxne and her Daughter: which be accom- 
pliſhed to his owne defire , cauſing them mount vp behinde 
two of his Knights. The gentlemen that were left to kepe 
the Nucene companye., offended te ſe ſuch villany offered 
they; Ladie and Miſtreſſe, defended her ſo well as they 
could, but all auayled not againſt the Giant and his power, 
becauſe they were armed, and they with the Nuene were 
bnp2ovided , ſo that a number of them were llaine and ſoꝛce 
Wounded , and moze had beene,but that he feared the return 
of the King , which made him in baſt ride thence with his 
ſpoyle, ſending them ſomewhat befo2e,and loxtering behind 
dimſelfe,to fight with anie that ſhuld come to reſkew them, 
Trineus hauing gotten the lig ht of them, came poſting to the 
Giant,ſaying. Stay trayteroas the, fo; thou mail? net (0 
cary her away that is woztby the greateſt 102d in the wozlv, 
With theſe wo2ds they ran fiercely togither, Trincus gi⸗ 
ning the Giant a ſoʒe wound on the ſhoulder,but the ÞP2ince 
reseiued ſuch a mightie ſtroke from the Giant, as he fell frõ 
his Bozſe with his beeles vpward. Palmerin being not far 
oft, and doubting leaſt the P3zince had berne llains, came in 
& great rage to Franarco, ſaying. Monſtrous enemie to man⸗ 
bode , who made the ſo ſaucie to lay violent hands on La- 
dies of ſuch account,by my Swozde villaine , J chall make 
thee derely to pay fo2 thy folly. So conching they Laun⸗ 
ces they met togither, the Giant fayling,but Palmerin gaue 
dim a ſhzewd woundon his body, and their hozſſes roughly 
chouldzing one another, as their maſters were both thzown 
to the ground. Franarco (being heauie and vnwelvie) had 
ſuch a fall, aseaſily be could not retouer himſelfe . Pal- 
merin nimbly getting vp againe ; gane the Giant ſuch a 
wound on his right legge, as the fleſh hung downe pittifals 
ly to beholde. The Giant being not able to ſtande any lon⸗ 
ger mn that leg, ſet his knee to the ground, being glav to de⸗ 
fend the ſtrokes of Palmerin, who reached him ſucha ſound 
| blow 
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bloweon the ſozehead with the hils of his ſwozde , as the 
Giant fell along on his backe, when Palmerin ſane ſetting 
his fete on his bzeaft , with his Dwozd deuided bis beade 
from bis ſhoulders. During this fight, Trineus ( Prolome,

Ah bay 
Knight, the mirroz of all ſuch as follow armes, A deſire thy 
fo:tune may p2wue ſuch , as thou i thy company maꝝ baue 
bictozy oner theſe fraytozs- Now map J bæ well aſſured of 
the lone thou beareſt me, foz which , (if we may eſcape this 
bard bzunt) perſwade thy ſelte nat to paſſe vnretompen⸗ 
ted. Trineus hearing the wozds of Agriola , was enflamed 
with ſuch a ſpirite of conquering deſire , asbzeakingin as 


mong the thickelt , his trokes gaue witne» he fought fo2 a 


wife. But the Giants Knights were men cf ſuch pꝛoole, as 

the freſh ſnpply that came were all wel-nerre flaine , and 
doubtleſſe the reſt had bozne them company „ but that the 
King and Palmerin, with fiity knights moze, came to aſſiſt 
them: foz Palmerin hauing flayne the Giant, mounted on 
bis hoꝛſe, becouſe it was one of the godlieſt p euer be ſaw, 
and eſpying the King comming with bis trau, ſet on with 
bim, and found Trincus in great danger, becauſe 3 


matter well wozthy memozy, to ſie the bꝛaue be hauiour of- 
theſe two Knigbts, but chafely.of Trineus befoze his ſwæte 
Piltcclle , whoſe pzeſence endued him with ſach excer ding 
tour age, as he thought himſelle able to conquer the whole 
woꝛzlo, and therefoze ſufficient foz all them, were they as

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his ſide were ſlaine, but this frech alliſtance b2ought by the 
king, was the meane that all the Giants knightes were 
ſlaughtered, and they kneeling down thanking God foz their 
vicozp. The king alighting, came and embꝛated the quæ ne, 
ſaping. How happy may we thinke eur ſelues Padame, has 
uing ſs well pꝛeuented this trecherous villame ? foz neuer 
did I tbinke to ſer you againe, but that Cod t theſe knights 
ſo higblie befrenved vs. Tye Nacene and her Daughter 
were as pet ſo diſmaped, in remembꝛaunte of thepz fozmer 
daunger , as beholding lo many lye llatne befoze them, and 
ioyfull beide beeing ſo foʒtunatelpe delinered , as betwærne 
theſe extreames they kne b not what to ſap, but vefired ſp&#- 
tilie to (ot loʒ wars thence , which they pzeſcntly did, p king 
tommaunding his Nephew Cerides, to ſ& Franarco and his 
men burned to aches, andhonozable Sepulture to be pꝛo⸗ 
uided foz the other. When the Queene bearde that Eranar- 
co was dead. Tell me myLozd (quoth ſhe) who hath done 
ſuch a gracious acte to kili that monſtrous viliaine ? Euen 
bee Padame,laidthe king, that was cauſe of wy victozie in 
batteU,the knight herre in blacke Armour, to whome J am 
lo lar indebted, as Jcannotimagine anyrecompence ſuffi⸗ 
cient foz him: and this can I not ſpeak without great mar- 
uaile, ſæ ing ſo rare valour perfozmed with ſo little danger 
on his behaife . Long may the god knight liue ſaide the 
NQueene that hath ſa defented- vs , and may they all thze 
pꝛoſper iu their affaires , foz their knightlyſcraicc to the 
Realme of England. While theſs ſpeches endured, T rincus 
bxing ſoze wounded, was bzonght between two ſquires and 
ſet vpon his hole, but the king,the qutene, and ch&fely faire 
Agriola was glad, when the heard there was no ſach dau⸗ 
ger but he might well eſcape it. Wherefoze mounting al on 
hyozſebacke, they rode to ſ@ the Giants bodie , which mads 
Agriola repute Palmerin fo2 ns leſſe then his Dwarte com- 
meaded him.

you mult pardon ine. Jnſoth ſaide the Damoſcll , if you 


denie mee my demaunde, A will complaine at the King of 
Englands Tourte, and there will J declare you periured, fo 
ill it beſemes ſuch aKnight as yeu are , to make pꝛomiſe 
to a Lady and not obſe rus it. By God Lady, (aide Pa me- 
rin, you do me great w2ong , in with-holving mee fron 
reuenge on him, whom aboue all menne in tte wozlve, J 


vate molt deadlye , vnhappye was the beure wherein J 


me tte peu: and (0 mounting vppe on hozſebacke , he gallo- 
ped aware in very great anger. When the other ſozrow⸗ 
full Lady ſawe , that Palmerin was gone, and had e icſt 
ber Knight , with great iore ſh@ embzated the Damoſell 
that dad pzocuredit , thanking her foz chelding the life of

de remaine th indebted tome fo; ancther requeſt , Jwuft 
mee des leaue von and fellowe him, ſo mounting vppon ber 
Palfraye , ſhe rode after Palmeria with all the hade thee 
poſiblye conide make. Ant in hcr iourncy we will leaue 
ber, returning to Fryſol, whoſe woundes being very tan 
gerous, the Lady tounde them vppe ſo welt as ſh@ coulde, 
uli theycame at theyʒ next Lodging , where byged Foz- 
(une was aLadyſo welt ine in Chirurgery , as in ſhozte 
ume He cured his woundes whole and ſcunde , Fry ſol ſo 


well 
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well recouered, departed thence with the Ladie , becauſe 
tbe thirde day kollowing they ſhoulde bes at the Caſtel, 
whither alreadie was come Hermes, one of the King of 
Englands nights, being ſent by his Lozd the King to de⸗ 
liuer the Ladie her right: which Hermes Lis acco2ding to 
bis charge, entertained the Ladie honourably, deliuered 
ber the Repes of the Caſtell , and commaunded all the 
Snbiecs to renerence the Ladie, which they refuſed not to 
doe, but were glad of her comming, Foz iop heteof, were 
very ſolemne fealtes pzepared, and the Ladie recounted ts 
Hermes, Commiſſioner foz the king, bowe F:yſol fonght 
the Combate by the wap, agaynſt the-Knightof the blacke 
armour ; whercky Hermes pzeſentlyknewe , that it was 
the ſtraunge Knight, who had leſt the Court, bluknowne 
to his Companions, oz aur of his Friendes, whereof he 
was not a little glad, betauie pte iudged that theſe newes 
Wouic? bee welcome to the Ring. UWhereſoze ſo ſone as 
be had accompliſhed his charge, and ſeated the Ladie quiet- 
ly in ber Caſtell, hee departed, intending to foliow Palme- 
nin till he found him, tranapling the wap was alligned him 
by the Ladie. . 

Friſol ſtaped there with the Ladie till hee had perfealp 
recontred bis health, and then without any other recom⸗ 
penc: ko his paynes,but oncly a Hoꝛſe, becauſe his gwne 
was llaine, and a newe Armour, his owne bœing ſpopled, 
ber returned to the Duke of Gaule,who retoxced greatly to 
baue his companie.

This done, he was conducted info a large Yall, 
w here the Table was conered,the Ladie entertaining him 
ſo nobly, as in the King of Englands Court he coulde not 
be better. The feaſt ended, and the Tables withdzawne, 
the Ladie beganne fo deniſe with Pa'merin, ſaying. Long

Jfit ber a matter rea- 
ſonable;(qtioth Palmerin) and that a knight may compalle, 
ſpaire not to tell mee, / foz I wil do my endetiour therein. 
Gramerties gentle urn ght ſapde the Lad ie, t be cirtũſtante 
of the occaſion followeth in this ſozt. This Caſtel(myLo2d) 
lometiine belonged to my noble Father, a Knight ſo hardie 
and valiant a9 any in theſe parts, in whole vonger veares

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lone ſo ouerruled him aa he affeded a lady of no leſſe quans 
litie and condition then himle lle, by whom he had a taugh- 
fer, at whoſe birth his Lady and Wie deceaſed, Py Fa⸗ 
ther being pet in the flower ol his youth , matched the ſe⸗ 
cond time with a Lady-of very honourable and auncient 
diſcent,by whom he had me the firik Childe, Pp Siſter 
come fo fourtene yeres of age, my father oftentimes 
would haue richly married her, whereto ſhe being vnwil⸗ 
ling, by my Fathers conſent ſhe remained with her mo⸗ 
tzers Siſter, whoſe ſkill was very great in all ſciences, by 
whoſe counſel my ſiſter cauſeda godly Pallace to be edifi⸗ 
ede anda ſtrong Tower in an Ille on the other ſide of this 
Caſtle, where afterwarde they made their continnall as 
biding.

encountred with ſuch bꝛaue chinalry, as þ ſhiuers of their 
Launces flew vp into the aire , and then they afſaultcy 
each other ſo roughly with their Swo2des, as well they 
might bee eſtæmed right valiant Champions. No mercy 
was intended on either ſide,fo2 Fryſol was deter mined ts 
die oʒ conquere,and Palmerin held the ſame reiclution,(e 
that the ground was coloured with their bloud, their ar⸗ 
mour and ſheldes battered in pœtes, and no hope left on 
either ſide of life. But as a/waties ſome miſchance o2 ether 
followes a noble mind, ſs fel it out with Friſol, foz in their 
cloſe buckling fogither, Palmerin had got ſurs hold en his 
b held, which Friſol ſtriuing fozcibly to recouer, the buckls 
bzake in ſunder, and with the ſodaine bzeach therof he fel 
down back ward, when Palmerin leaping from his bos ſe, 
ſaid. And let me neuer hereaffer bee called Palmerin, it 
now J do not renenge my lelfe (uficiently, Which wozds 
when Friſols ſquire heard, he came haſtily and fell at his 
fete, (aping. Noble knight, A bel&ch you foz the honour 
you beare to arms, to pauſe a while, e tel me if pou be Pal- 
merin D'Oliua,foz if you be, I am your bzother, who baus 
ſuFered great paine and trauaile to finds you out. Palme - 
rin pzeſently knew Colmelio, the ſonne of Gerrard hisfo- 
ter father, whoſe ſight was ſo ioyfull to his, as caſting a⸗ 
Way his \wo2d,he ran and embzaced him about the neck, 
ſaying: Sy dere friend Colmelio,the moſt welcome man 
in the wozivto me. How happie map J account wy ſe lit 
guoth Colmelio, to finde yon when all h s paſtꝰ ba⸗ 
ning trauailed ſo many countryes,and al ine:ifthen 
you loue me as you make pꝛoteſtation, let ms intreate one 
fanonr at your hand, that yeu fozget your anger towarvs 
my mailer Fryſol, and giue oner your fight,fo; long time 
haue A ſerned him as my Lozd, and well hath hes deſer⸗ 
ned much better ſeruice then mine. Colmelio, ſayde Pal» +» 
mcrin,the thing thou de mandelt is meruailous great, ne⸗ 
| | ner⸗ 
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uertheleſle, ſuch is my comfozt hauing met with ther, as I 
graunt thy requeſt, and happily hath be now eſcaped with 
life,coſtdering what occaſions haue paſt vs hœrtoſoze. 
taking Colmelioby the hand, be ſaid to Friſol. Sir knight, 
at your ſquires intreatie,, J ſuffer you quietly to departe, 
and me te with me agalne at any time pou thinke god: 
but you ſhail go looke another Squire, foz Colmelio at 
this time goes with me. Friſol, who was wounded in mes 
ny plates, e very faint with lofſe of his blont,might eaftly 
be induced to this agræment of peace:hut coming to Col⸗ 
melio, he (aid. Wilt thou fozſake thy maſter and go with 
bis euemy?rult me ſir,quoth Colmelio,you muſt uæds 
pardon me,tf in this matter J chance fo offend you, foz fo 
ſeke him J fozſoke my fathers houſe ,  hane continued 
a verie labourſeme ſearch. If thou wilt needs go, ſaid Fri- 
ſol, and that my intreaties may not diſſawde the, J will 
pꝛap foz the ſutceſſe of tþy deſires, and thy adnancement 
to honour,an while J line will I account of the as my 
kreend and bzother.@o returning as he came, he began in 
this manner to exclaime againſt Foꝛtune. ah crnell e ins 
conffant Lady, ſufficednot the to diſhongur mee befo2s 
mine ene mie, but thou muſk rob me of my ſquire J loned 
aereip: but ſo haſt thou dealt with them of hig heſt cal⸗ 
$,fo2 tnfinit kings and potentates haſt thou dete iued, 
uad (vefeze their very chæſeſt enemies) diſhoncure d:ſuch 
hath bene thy trecherye to me at this inſtant, that J may 
tuſtlp rõplaine ot the while line. As he continued theſe 
complaints, be met diners arme: Knightes'that tame to 
aſſiſt him, and the duke himiſetfin tom panp a1 | 
who demanded ol Friſol, whither his enemie | 
oz ſent away vanquiſhed, Manquiſhe d, ſapd Fryſol thinke 
you lagepa tnight maꝝ be ſu ea vanquiſhed Chen be 
Mrſed his whajeiſucteW d he poke bearing: ex 
tlalme d on his hting, that he was not pꝛeſent when Pal⸗ 
mern pi ſſed: where ſoꝛe he would nds followe him, but 
that Friſol intreated him to the cotrary, becauſe the night

appzochedſo niere, as it was impoſſible fo: bim to oucrs 
take Palmerin. The duke in a matueilous rage, foꝝ p his 
enterpziſe fell aut no better, returned with Friſol, ano an 
boure within night they came to his Caffell, where hee 
called fo; his chirurgiaus,charging them to gine diligent 
attendance an Friſol. When the Dukes ſiſter heard the 
miſlloztune of her friend , he came haſtilꝑ to him in his 
chamber, i after many (wet kifſes,ſaid. A:beſ&ch you my 
{02d fozget my folly, fo2 J was þ cauſe of your milchance, 
Madame, ſatd Friſol, where no offence is comitted, what 
nds any remiſſion? At m foztune haue bene ill, it is not 
foz mee to complaine on pou, foz your rei;ueſt tended 0 
mint owne honour : but I mul be content with mp hap, 
though it bath (ozted to ſo bad effect,and this voth yet com⸗ 
foztme, that J recelued my ſoile by the onely Knight in 
the wozive .

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Howe Palmerin, Hermes, and Colmelio returnedto Lon 
don, and the good entertainment the king of England 
made them. 


the Combate, Palmerin after many 
Yembzacings of Colmelio, went with 
him ts the fonntaine where hes left 
Hermes, all tbze togither making no 
S) Bi littie top : Colmelio fo; bis happie fins 
ing of Palmerin , and be fo; the loue 
of dis ſappoled ether, and Hermes foz the comfozt hee 
Houlde bzing the King his Paiſter,being able nowe to 
acquaint bis bigbnelſe with Palmerins name, which her 
was loath any in the Engliſh Court ſhoulde knowe, 
wherefoze he fayde. Nowe can you not mpLozd beres 
after bive your name, thongh you haue bene daintie 
pl it ali this while . It is true ys, quoth Palmerin, 
Albeit I little thought to be diſcoue red ſoſone ; brit ſe, 
ing it isfocome ts paſſe, my hope is in y þigbeſt,who wil 
defendme in all mine attempts :now tell me Colmelio, 
what newes in Greece? Truly my Loꝛd, quoth he, the 
diſcourſe will be long and tedious: therefoze if vou pleaſs 
ts mount on hozſebacke, it will ſerue well toſhozten ths 
thought of our iourny. 0 as they rode towarts London, 
Colmelio began to diſcourſe, in how many placek þe had 
wught him in Greece, andhow at length he beardbſhim 
at Macedon, by repo:t ol his tque ſt of the ſerpentat᷑ the 
mountaine Arrifzria, which was the meane that hanna 
the King of Macedon (6 his fozmer health. 3 
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bot he left Greece, trauailing into Allemaigne, nd fr 
thence ivto England, at what time the Emperozs power 
was diſconifitco;and hearing great tame of Fiiiol his late 
Maiſter, he ſpent ſome time inhis ſernice,, not deubting 
but by his imneanes to find the man he loked fo. Palmenn 
was ſome what mœued, hearing Colmelio ſo commend 
Friſol, wherefoze he demaunded gf him, il he knewe any 
thing of that knights linage. No my Lozd,quoth he but J 
can allure pe, that he is one of the moſt gentle nights in 
the world and he concealeth his parentage very ſecretlp, 
ich makes me iudge he is diſcededof roval birth. After 
Colinelio had ended his diſtourſe, he repeated fo him ſome 
parte of his foztunes, in the end periwading him that hæ 
woniv remunerate his paines in ſæ king him and in time 
manifeſt the lone be bare him. By this time they were 
come tothe Citie of London, Hermes riding befoze to the 
paltate, where he aduertiſed the king, how Palmerm was 
returned to py Citie, aich ne wes ſo highly contented ths 
king. as oftentimes he tmbzaced Hermes foz bzinging the 
man be long deſired to &:;but Trineus and Ptolome excæ⸗ 
ded him in toy, and mounted pꝛeſently on hozſebacke to 
go meete theyz frænd, when ſo manyembaacings, cour⸗ 
teſtes and kinde gratulations bad paſſed betweene the m, 
as is vſuall at the meting of long abſent louers ; Ab my 
Loꝛd and freend, quoth Trineus, bow long bath Foztuns 
kept yoa from me : t why did you depart not vonchſafing 
A fare wel: What carneſt occaſion might cauſe ſuch an vis 
kind departure truſt me, 4 perſwaded my ſelle in reſpeae 
ofthe long toutinuaunte ol dur amitie, that death could 
not pzocure ſuch a ſeuere enterpꝛile. S Lo2d,quoth Pal- 
merin it {meth you haue fome cauſe to complain of me: 
but wi/Z vou vnderſtand how matters haue happened, von 
will not condemne me altagither. Foz af the time of my 
departure, J thought verelp ta return the next day follow 
ing: but ſuch impoztunate affaires continually fell out, as 
A could not raturn till this veryinſtant, Ptolome * 
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much as Trineus did, notwilhſtanding, this foztunatemer- 
ting fozbad all further accuſations, and they became as go 
friendes as euer they were. Bo rode they to the Pallace, 
where the king attending they comming , perceined at 
length they were entred the Yall, when Pa merm falling 
on his kit, killed his highneffe hand, who very honsurably 
cmbzacing him, ſaive. Where hath my noble friend biene ſo 
long? What creked foztunc hath cauſcd yeur ſo long abs 
fence? you doparted frem vs in blacke Armour, J pzay 
pou tell us, where. did you conquere theſe ſumptuens 
Armcs? by the lone you beare to thiualrie and to mee: (a 
tilae me in my demauud. Palmerin ſeeing the king toniu⸗ 
red him lo firaightly , repoꝛted the truth of all his aduen⸗ 
tures, ho we he had that armeur of the Ladie whoſe daugh- 
ter hee deliucred, and left his owne there bzoken; in perces, 
The king embzacing him againe ſaide. J cannot be perſwa⸗ 
ded, but all eſpeciall aduentures, high. (od foztunes ,, and 
chefcft honours in the wozld art onelp reſerued foz vou, and 
among all the ret, mot near uailsus is this of the Caſtls 
in the enchaunted Lake, which manp knights haue hereto⸗ 
foze attempted, but returned with the loſſe of their hozſes, 
Armeur, and with great diſheniour. Chziſe welcomeſars 
you foz theſe happy tydings, as alſo fo yeur gentle courte⸗ 
ſie to Eriſol, whe is a knight of moſt honourable reputati⸗ 
on. But in regards of your weariſcme trauailes, it is verie 
requifite that vou newe go reſt pour ſelfe, thercfoze lette 
ſsme body helpe to dilarme you , and betake vcur ſelſe (on 
Gods name) to paur Chamber , Palmerin reputed the 
kings counccll weſt expedient, and therefoze did as hee

How Palmerin promiſed the princeſſe Agriola,toconmy 
her out of Enland wick his friendes, which he perſor 
med,re the ſpeciall content of the prince Trineus. 


Arly on the next mozning Palmerin a 
roſe, and w:ote a letter to his Lady Pos 
bnarda wherin he ſecretly put a ring, 
which ches gaus him when he depar- 
ted from her, raightly conunaunding 
Vrbanillo that hee ſheulde diligently 

attende on the Pzinceſle till het came, 

th all the ſyande hee could pollible. Pros 

lome likewiſs w;ots to his Ladis-Brionella, and theſe 

Letters diſpatched, the Peſſengers inimediatiy ſette ſu : 

warde on theyz iaurney. Freut this time Colmelio was 
Palmerins Squire, which pleaſed him very well, becauſe 
des knews chat Palmerin was nobly bozne , fo that by 
Dis moanes in tins hee ſhould riſe to pꝛeferment. This 
var the king Would ride abzeads a Yunting, which gaut 
Palmeris occaſion to ſce the Faulcon flis, boring reputed 

by ths king and all his traine , ts be the beſt that ever flew. 

In this tune of recreaticn, Hermes reposted to the King, 
that the knight ſo long abſcut was namer Palmerin , and 
the lame knight that woonne fo much henour in Fraunce, 

w hieh lo well contented the king, as he moze and moze de⸗ 
ured his tompanie:ſummoning all his Barons and Lo:des 

to his Courte, where hee made ſuch feaftes, triumphs, and 
other ſpoztes, fo; the honour ol the noble Palmazia and his 
com- 
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companions as the like had not been of long time beſoꝛe. 
At night, when the Palkers, Pumeries and Moriſcoes 
were in pꝛeſence, that Palmerin eſpied conuenient time 
to talk with the pꝛinceſſe, he toke her aſive to g window, 
and thus began. Madam, befoze J begin what J haue to 
acquaint you withal,J mult giue vou this ring, as J was 
commanded by the lady of the caſtel in the lake:the finguy. 
lar bertuesthereof ars ſuch, as J intreate you to keepe it 
cotinually on your finger: which A griola rete iuing, with 
a carteous reverence, faithfullp pꝛomiſed to accompliſh 
bis requeſt:then:Palmerin, with earneft aFegion on bis 
friends behalfe,fhuvcontinuev his viſcourſe.J cannot but 
marueli, lapie Pziricefſe, pou being a Katie of ſo ſpetiall 
qualitie, renewmed among the molt vertuous creatures 
in the wozlo, ſoꝛ pour rare integrity e pꝛaound indgemẽt 
that yon will ve-gonerneTby the vnadniſed perſwaſibs of 
other: wbich J would nof belcrus, das nat the Paince Tri- 
neus certenly affared — ſince my departure, in tov 
of fauszable countenance, and the intreatance beſeming 
fo great a Lozd,he tan haue nothing but frownes;diſdains 
t toy regard, which is as eaſyfoz him to indurezas a thous 
ſand deeths one after another Autre your (elfſofarre be⸗ 
guiled, as pour councellers diCwave pours your cheefeft 
geod,defirous to withhold pou from tut height ot honour, 
wherof you cannot faile, being matched in mariage with 
the moſt vertuons Pzince Trineus. Make vou no ſmali 
account, that he being one of the mot noble ſtate s ou the 
earth,hath leſt dis parents, his trir nus andcountrey, hath 
paſt ſo many fringe t vnrauthj regtons, bath aduentured 
the iniurie of the ſeas, braten with ſo many bitter blaftes 
and raging billo wes, euerie minute in daunger of Ships | 
wꝛacke, t ali — — lone?T binke you that he being ſon 
to the Enipe rour of Allem euery day the 
rule of the 00 eh that he came hither to you in hops of 
your rich dowzie? Ns truſt me, ie; und I thigke 
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de could haue found other,endued with larger pcfſeſions 
then this Nealme affo2ds you. But hearing the fame of 
pour manifold vertues,rare life, choiſe beautie,and all gs 
ther god gifts, he was willing wout regard of his owne 
eſt ate, to thʒuſt humſelfe in daunger, yea, to fo2get him- 
ſeife foz pour loue, which hitherto he hath with religieus 
fernice intreatev , and except you intertaine him with 
moze gracious fauour,be is in danger of life. Which if it 
ſhould bappen by your occaſion, foz eue r you ſhal be notes 
of monſtrous ingratitude, and Chꝛiſtendome ſhould ſu⸗ 
Kain a loſſe vnretouerable. om lar ſuch a thought ought 
to be frõ you, I leaue to your own tõſtrudion. If hitherto 
you haue knowne me, a knight read ie to ſuppoꝛt the cans 
ſes of Ladies far beneath pour height, thinke you J haus 
nat greater reaſon (0 honour you ? yea, not to mone you 
with any tequeſt, but what mapeuery way aduance pour 
eredite. And though my load Trineus were not of the blad 
_ imperiall,yot might his gentle heart, vuleigned lone,and 

furpaſſing humanitis , cauſe you to make choyſe of him, 
aboue all other whatſaener they be. But (ecing it ſo falles 
out,that you will not regard god counſell, following ras 
ther tho perſwaſlon of mean capacities,whoſe iudgemets 
may not reach to ſo þigh occaſlons,continue in pour oblt{- 
nacte,andmarke the end of ſuch indiſcreet conſures. I ſa 
that our companys yzklame to you, therfoze (ſoner then 
you imagin)we will remone that occaſion. J knowe well 
enough, that you intend to match with the duke of Gaule, 
who is but your fathers (ublec:ſo refuſing þ degre ol an 
Emmett, you ſhall tarryin England, and be a Duttheſſe. 
Thinke pou. that if my Lend matched not with you , the 
greatef Paincefls in Europe would not triumph in bis 
loue?Pescerfainly Padam, when you may at ley(ure fit 
downe e recount vvur (ofle, which yan (aſtained-by 


ket the latte of dis late (end tuch a yuidaunt 
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ſtrength into England, as the King pour father, noz the 


duke pour huſvand that mult be, wil ſcant excuſe þ whole 
ruine of this country, The mean to pzeuent this miſhap, 
and aſſure your continual tranq uilitie, is in entertaining 
the counſell I haue giuen pou: where otherwiſe yourſelf 
conceit, makes wap ts manifold miſfoztunes : dangers. 
Thus concluding his ſpeeches, in great heauines he tur⸗ 
ned from her, wherat the Pꝛinceſſe inwardly greenet,foz 


the Ring which he had giuen ber was of ſuch vertue,that 


after he had put it on her finger, thee was wonterfully 
affectedtoward Trineus, as ſhe could not thiake on any a⸗ 


ther: wherfoze in this ſudden change, and frembling with. 


the donbtful conceit of her owns ſpirit, ſhe called Palme- 
rin to her, thus anſwering. Alas my Lozd, and only come 
fozt in theſe heauy paſſions, what feare bath theſe hard 
and rigozous ſpeches bzought me into ? It is very trus 
that folowing the counlell of pong Ladies like my ſelife,A 
bane bene perſwaded to caſt off the Pzinces loue,accouns 
king him but a ſiaple knight errant : but now being aſ⸗ 
ſured oi his nobility, loialty,and great gentleneſſe, e that 
he would not requeſt (as J hope) any thing contrary ts 
dertue and honoꝛz, J bel&eue what pou haue ſaid, 4 ſcrbmif 
my lelfe to your viſcretion, as willing toobep any thing 
pou ſhall commaund me. Yet this A muſt requeſt, that as 
boue all things mine bonour map be defended, foz rather 
would J ſuTer mine own lofle foz euer, then this famous 
realme oz my father ſhould be any way endangered.

- conceale this contract from pour moſt truſtie friends, and 
diſpoſe in ſuch ſozt of your ſelie, fo; J hope to tem pa ſſe the 
meane and oppoꝛtunitte, that vou ſhal leaue England, and 
go to the noble regions of pour wozthy Lozte and buf 
band, What I haue pꝛomiſe d, ſapd Agriola, J will pers 
fozme,and with what ſpe de you ſhall thinke conuenient: 
albeit Frepoſe (ach cruſt in you, that hauing bene ſo foz, 
tunate hitherto in pour inte rpꝛiſes, you wil be catefull in 
accompliſhing theſe daunge rous intentions. Thus be feze 
they departed, the mariage of Trineus ard Agiiola was 
concluded, and becauſe they would not as then be ſuſpec⸗ 
ted,they ſtept into the dannce next the pong pꝛince, ſhew⸗ 
ing very amiable e pleaſant geſtures: which Trineus(in 
his often turning)diligetly noted, imagining that Paime- 
rin had not ſo long conferred with bis Lady , but ſome aſ⸗ 
ſuredreſolutiũ was determined, yet be diſſembled his in⸗ 
ward totes ſo cunningly as he could.Tcheic was fixed on 
theſe (wo bzaue knights; the Lat ies and Gentle women 
perſwading themſe lues, that they neuer be held moze no⸗ 
ble pe rſonages, deſeruing like eſtimation foꝛ their ſpecial 
chiualris, as alſo fo2 their bountie and Courtly ctuilitie, 
Thus paſſed the fe aſt in all kinde ol pleaſures, and theſe 
twoKnights withdzawing theme lues into their chains 
ber, Palmerin diſcourſed to Trineus his talk with Agtio- 
la, and bow he had with ſuch cunning purlue d the walter 
that in the end he obtained what be demaunded, repo;⸗ 
ting ths gentle concluſton hee made with the Paincelle.

And albe⸗ 
it che was iſſued of Chꝛiſtian parentes, vet hauing ſuch fa/ 
miliaritie with the dinell and his maligne ſpirites, ſhe would 
not acquaint her ſelfe with any govneſſe towardes Chzi- 
ſtians, but daily pzactiſe theirharme anddeſtruction. And 
fo2 this intent, ſhe had long-time enchaunted this Jſland 
with ſuch charmes, that what Ships arriued there, could ne⸗ 
ner depart thence againe, much leſſe ſuch as centred within 
the Alle. They being thus ſtaied, M alfada would come her 
elle, and chule ſuch as fheeiyked , the reſt ſhee tranſto;med 
into Martes, Wolues, Dogges, Boares, and all manner of 
bealfes. Such likewiſe as ſher twke with her into her Foz 
treit, when ſhe had abuſed them ts content her owne plea⸗ 
lure, ſhe would caſt chem fwyth, tranſfozming them as thet 
did the other: in b:cefe, the was wozſe then a Diuell, and 
the whole Ille a very diſguiſed hell. This wicked weman 
knowing , that moze vnfoztunate pesple were landed at the 
Bauen, called her ſeruaunts, and came to ſe them: but lhe 
made no great account of them, wherefoze ſhe commaun⸗ 
ded her ſeruatuits to fake all the riches f2th of the Shippe, 
conterting it by her inthauntment, that it ſeemed lyke a 
bottomlefſe guife. Afterward at her pleaſure, ſhetranſfo;- 
med them that came in if , among whome T rincus was 
chaunged into the chape of a very fayze Dogge, not that hes 
was ſo, foz that is a thing againſt nature, and which God 
no way will permit, that man ſhall take am bautiſh Mape, 
a baute bealt any humane fozme.

In the meane time, hee cauſed ſundzie ſumpty- 
ous oznaments to bee pꝛepared, with all manner of pzecioug 
eweis could be deuiſed, and theſe he daily ſent to Agriola, 
but all theſe pꝛeſents, pꝛomiſes, and muniſicent entertain⸗ 
ment, could no way moue her, not ſo much as fo grant 
him a gracious conntenance. He likewiſe ſent fo2 the bꝛa⸗ 
neft Ladies in his Court, that they ſhould kepe the Pzins 
telle companie : but ſhe would be converſant with none but 
Hippolita, of whom ſhe had ſo pꝛettily learned the Arabian 
tongue, as many times ſhe could indiferently anſwere the 
Emperour. But [when he be helde her continually ſo pen⸗ 
fine, and that by na meanes ſhee would beecomfozted , hoe. 
doubted leaſt his pzeſence did offende her, and therefoze 
ber foꝛbare ſo often to viſit her. Foz ſo dre ly he loned her, 
as T0; ide halle of his Empire hee would giue her no octa⸗ 
ſion ol diſcontent, hoping in time (which is the Loꝛde and 
conquereer of all things) to altes that humour, and pur⸗ 
chaſe her tone, which he deſiren with e arueſt affection. But 
nom at this dar, where may we find a Lady fo vertuousand 
wel goucrned,veing captiue as Agriola woas, that could not 
be won by ſuch a migbtie Emperoz, conſidering ber youth 
-andheautie, and the wonderſuli riches inte gantly offered 
ber. Vet the hig beſt Lozd ſo pzoteced her, that the moze li⸗ 
berailthe Turke was in honoꝛs and perſwaſions, the moꝛe 
toyall cantinaed her lone to Trineus, whoſe perfect image 
Kasengrauenin her heart. And not fearing toztnents 92 
death; che doldly anſwered the Emperoz that he travailed 
in vain,fo:ſhe might not loue bim, in that he was married 
enn huſbard,moze nohie euety way then he, and none but 
him bee would lone while ſhe liued: vet made he no great 
account of her wozys, conſidot ing what frailtie commoviy 
ion women.

Aichidiana foz arguments of 
her loue, gaue him hoꝛſes, eſquires, ſeruants, and pages, ſo 
that the greateſt Pztuce in the Court was no better equip⸗ 
ped then he:and in this foztune ſuch was bis mind, that foz 
all the honoz and favour the Scldane and his daughter bare 
him, he did not outreach himſelle in be hauiour, but was be⸗ 
nigne and full ofcourtcſte, that each one loued and dcfired 
to be familiar with him. And if any enterpꝛiſe of Jouſtes 03 
Tourne res were in hand, Palmerin was the fozmoſt in the 
ſielo, and carried the pꝛize away from ali whatſocucr, which 
incited Maulicus to loue him in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he entertained 
him into ſach ſpeciall credite, as he would neuer reſolue on 
aͤnp matter of impoztance, without bis ſhe w of god liking.

obe J perceiue (am grarious 105t) anſwered Pal- 
merin, that by your manifolde fauours und courteſies, you 
would depzine mi of acknowledging mine owne .datie:

nenturs the vttermoſt of my life ſdʒ pou, which J cannot 
witz greater housur loſe, then in pour noble fernice.

This counſell gaue Pal- 
merin, not foz any god he wiſhed to Maulicus, oz the Ring 
of Baliſarca, but (deſiring nothing mozo , then the raine 
and generall vefiruction of theſe Beathen hounds, ſwozne 
enemies to Chailt and his H$eruants ) to ridde himſelfe of 
that charge, which would bzing him lo great and ſhamefull 
repozt, to fight againſt his L od and maker: therefoze pꝛe⸗ 
me ditating on all theſe inconueniences, he but expected the 
meane to gette foting in Cbziſtendome againe. Nlaulicus 
thus contented with his aunſwere, the Bing of Baliſarca 
was appointed generall ot bis Armie, yet he gaue comman⸗ 
dement that Palmerin ſhould bee reuerenced among them. 
As the ſecond perſon to himſelle, and on paine of death 
none fo offende him. As all this ſtrength was readie te 
fake ſhipping, newes came to the Courtof Gramiell and 
bis bzethzen, what ſlaugbter and ſpoyle they made thzough 
all Aſſira, whereat the @ouldane beeing greatly offended, 
ſceing vis pꝛouiſion againft Chꝛiſtendome thus chaunged, 
came to Palmerin, and ſayde, My Sonne, what thinke von 
ol our enemies: What ſhall J do to theſe followers of 
their Bꝛother in pzidee A pzay vou counſell wee in this 
neceflitie, Palmerin perteiuing his deſtrepzeuented, was 
guercome with maruailous paſſions ; pet to hide his dil⸗ 
content from the Soldane,he thus an wered. Sing it hath 
lo talen aut my Lord, that without any ſummons our _

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mies haue p2eſumed vppon vs, J thinke it moſt expedient 
that your Armie pzouided in ſo god readineſſe, beginne firſt 
with theſe arrogant inuaders:fo2 A doubt not, their attempt 
b&ing ſo trecherous, and the courage ol our men ſo reſolute, 
bat they ſhall deerely buy their pꝛeſumptuous aduenture. A 
matter ſoone begunne, will bee as (one ended, and our 
chipping readie, wee may afterwarde ſet fozwarde fo Con+ 
ſtantinople, foz this will bee a god whetting ts our ſto⸗ 
mackes, to deale withour enemies of greater multitude. 
This counſell was accepted, wherefoze it was immediatly 
pꝛoclaimed th2gugh the field, that euer man ſheuld be rea⸗

J now be holde, that my arriuall is in. a time ſo teztunate, 
J celebꝛate thep2 names with immoztali thankes, aſſuring 
pour Maieſcie ſo farre toffretch my endeonuurs as the ſonne 
that is beunde by dutie to his Father. The Soldanc who 
had he ard great repoꝛt of his bountie and valour, his Fas 
ther like wiſe being one of his kriꝛzndes and conte deratcs: 
alter he had made him very gracious welcome, fyanked 
him foz the ſuccour he bzought him,. and hencefoꝛth be would 
not eſtæme ot um as a Tratiger , but as his Sime and 
'mnolt eſpeciall Frienve. All this while Palmerm nated the 
bebautoz of the pong Pꝛince, and iudging by bis tompltui⸗ 
on that bee was of vetter nature then the other Aſhrians, 
begag to affect him, ſo that after the Soltane had giuen 
them all the gad night, Palncrin accomyanied the Pzince 
other conſe-

rence, but of this new and warkke entet pꝛlle, mich made

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Olorico dine at his Table with Palmerin, where wanked 
no pꝛoniſton that beſ med ſo great a perſon , being nom ſet 
foꝛth in moſt rich and honourable pompe. The Tables be⸗ 
ing withdzawne the Pꝛinte began the daunce, thinking to 
ſe faire Alchidiana : but h was d eceinued, fo2 the kept her 
Chamber in her ammous opinions, and would not be ſens 
filt the appointed dap, when the Armie ſhould make ſhews 
in open field. 

Tbis day the Soldane went to ozder the battaile, and

What 
Ginke ron {4Padame,) & the gentle ſuctour — 
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Lozd Olorico-hath bzought your Father? bel#ne me, the 
tourte lle is ſs ſurpaſſing great, as your ſelle ought eſpecial⸗ 
ly to hanke him, if it were but fo2 his ſoʒ wart neſſe, in qua⸗ 
lifping the haughtie courage of Amaranos bꝛethzt᷑. Doubt⸗ 
leſle( quolh ſhe) his compante is to be eſfceemed, and among 
teane thouſand Knights, hardly map bee founde ſo bzaue 
men as is in his troupe, in recompence whereof, J will not 
denie the Pzince any thing, that ber with bonour will res 
queſt of ine. O!onco percetuing this ſodaine inuention of 
Palmerin, returned him manp thanks, and after the accu⸗ 
llomed diſſimulations vſcd in ſuch cauſes; albeit Loue had 
fo2 a while depꝛiued him of ſpeech: earneſtip bcholving the 
rare beautie of the Pʒince ſſe, he thus be gan. Madame, al⸗ 
though J ſhould do to my Lo2d your Father all the ſcrut- 
ces that aBnight is able to pc lde bis gracious patrone, vet 
the very leaſt of theſe fauoors , which it hath pleaſed pour 
extellencie to beſtowe on mee, may bee reckoned ſoʒ much 
moze then deſerued recompence.

Then came fw2th the two hundꝛed \wo:ne Knightes 
from their ambuſh , who had vndertaken Palmerins death, 
and him they hemde in lo ſubtilli , , as hex was bꝛought into 
very great daunger , Which the Pace of Arabia behol- 
ding, made way thzough the thickeſt to aſſiſt his Freende, 
after whom followed Guereſin with an hundzed Knights ; 
without which ſupply,both Palmerin and Olorico had been 
flapne , fo2 they2 Boſſes were killed vader them, and they 
enfo2ced to fight on fote. But when they beheld this f82- 
tunate ſuccour , they2 courage nobly increaſed, and then be- 
ganne the ſharpeſt encounter, fo2 the winges on epther 
ſide app2oched , the Archers and Croſſebswes likewiſe, 
ſending their Arrowes as thicke as hayle among them , ſo 
that the batfaile endured till darke night.

came fs the Realme of Paſmeria, whereof Maurice was 

King,and their kiſeman,from whom Palmerin twke the en⸗ 

chaunted Crowne,where they thought to ſupply their want, 
with men actiue and able to Armes. 

The nert day, the king of Baliſarca raunged a theu⸗ 
ſand men m oder, ts giue a frech aſſault on the enemie: but 
he was ſuddainlie aduertiſed by his eſpiall, how the Phry- 
gians were fledde. Be not alittle glad ol theſe newes, ſent 
word to Palmerin thereof, who though he was ſoze woun⸗ 
ded, Armed himlelfe, conunaun ding his Captaines to pꝛo⸗ 
de fire thouſand men pꝛeſently, to goe ſee the certaintic of 
thele kydings . With this ffrength he iopned the Kings 
power , andſowent to the ememies Campe , where they

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wound no refiſfanuce , nozany but ſuch as layegreuonſlys,. 
wounded, of whome hee enquired which way the cowards | 
were fled : which the poꝛe Souldiours repozting to him, 
her vowed to followe till her onertoke them. The reſoluti⸗ 
on agrerde vpon, betwerne the King of Baliſarca, and him 
with tenne thouſand light Hoꝛſemen hee determined to pur⸗ 
ſue them: and the Ring to ſfaye there with the rett of the 
Armie, to recouer the Townes agame to the Soldane, 
which befoze hadbene taken of the enemte , and to bee in 
readines with alliſtaunce, ifhe thoulve happen to ſtande in 
any neede, 
 _ While * made election of his company,a hoꝛſe⸗ 
man was diſpatched with theſe newes to the Soldane, how 
the enemies had beene foyled, and ol their flight. The meG 
ſenger beeing come befoze Maulicus , and the Letter open 
and read, how valiantly Palmerin dealt with his enemies: 
befoze all his nobility, the dane ſapde. By all the Oꝛa⸗ 
cles ol Delphos, J may well perſmade my ſelfe, that wher⸗ 
ſoeuer Palmerin is fo2 vs , Wee are aſſured of the victorie, 
The Painceſfe haning heard theſe newes, ſent ſoꝛ the meſs 
ſenger, and after ſhee. vnderſtoode by him, howe Palmerin 
bare her Shelds in the face ofher enemies, and had flaine 
in Combat two of Amaranos Bꝛethꝛen: ſhe was mer- 
nailous toyfull, and rewarded the Befſenger ſo well fezhis 
3 the bountie ofthe Pꝛin⸗ 


The Meſlenger difpafched againe with the Solbang 
Letters, bought ſperdie aunſwere to the King of Baliſarca 
and Palmerin, of their packet: wherein the Soldane harty⸗ 
lie thanked them, deſring them to foliowe theyꝛ foztune. 
Palmerin vnderſtanding the will of the Soldane and Al- 
chidiana , and howe they deſired him to purſue the Bꝛe⸗ 
thzen of Gramiell: determined to ſet foꝛwyrde next mozs 
ning, aduertiſing the Pꝛince Olorico thereof, that hee 
might pref himſelfe in readines . But notwithſtanding all 


they2dilligence, e gotte befoze them into Paſs

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- 2meria, where they telted tytleiues, in hape to be ali td iy 
their Copm Maurice. An he was giuen fo vnderſtand, hel 
the dumbe Kinght named Palmerin; followed them: wher⸗

on one of them thatcoul d well ſpcake the Arabian tongue, 
anſwered. Wee are all of A llemaigne, fo wheme Foztune: 
bath exc&ved in crueltie. {Theſe wozdes were marugilous 
welcome to Palmen, and foz which inwardly he 2 
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bis God : hui the better to diſlemble his toy, he thus ſpake, 
This Conntrey ſhould ſeeme to be very farre from hence, 
becauſe J neuer heard thereofbcfoze. So finding this ver. 
ſell fitte fozhis purpoſe, ber appointed it foz himſelfe and 
the Pztace Olvrico, difcharging all otber that were there, 
in, two Knights onely excepted, to whole charge hee tom.

But the faire Alchudiana 
would not bee ſœne, by rtaſon ot her great grefe fez her 
Friendes departure: fo whcu ſhee came to take her lcaue 
of Palmerin in his Chamber, ſhee fell (in a manner) dead at

to me: and it ſo offcndeth mee to ſe pou in this perturbati⸗ 
on, as J loſe both courage and hope of well doing. Contis 
nue then the humour pou haue done ſince my comming, 
that Abe holding you pleaſaunt, map be comfo2ted thereby 
during the ſearch of your Bꝛother, which J hope will be 
both ſhoꝛt and ſudden.

liuered from death by him thou hateſt moſt. And alter thon 
haſt funde this fauour by him, her ſhall apde ther in reſto⸗ 
ring from p2iſon and death, thy beſt and deareſt Frendes: 
and ſo J leaue thee to thy happie ſucceſſe. Then ſuddainlie 
vaniſhes the Moman away, and coulde not after warde by 
ſeene againe, leauing Palmerm verie penſine ſoz what he 
had heard, which he c ſtermed to bee true, becavſe hitherts 
her had found no leſſe, all that the Siſters ſapd to him onthe 
Mountaine Artifæria. 

Returning to his companie, Olorico demaunded what 
Coddeſſe had talked with him, and what made him on a 
ſuddaine ſo chærefull? Truſt me mp noble Freend, quoth 
be, the matter is ſuch, as foz all the Golde in the wozlde,J 
would not but haue knowne, which Vrbanillo can better 
declare vnto pou, then J am able: but becauſe wer woulde 
mete no moꝛe ſtrange aduentures in this Pountaine, let 
bs ſperdilp (ef fozwarde on our tourney . All that day 
they rode without any occaſion to ſtay them, and the next 
day likewiſe till towarde the Euening, when they cipyed 
tenne Knights comming befoze them, the fc2molſt of tbem 
leading a Ladie, who made verie greuons and pitifull las 
mentations : whercupon Palmerin claſped his Helmette, 
deffring Olorico to ds the like, becauſe (quoth hæ) foꝛ anie 
thing I læ, we ſhall haue paſtime with ſome daunger. Che 
Paince did as his Frende requeſted him, and When tbe 
Ladie was come ſomewhat neerer them, ſhe framed her 
 ſp#ches to them in this maner. Gentle nights, fo: Gods 
| lake velpe me,foz theſe Traitoꝛs haue fozcibiy bꝛought me 
hither: and to compaſſe their vitlainous intent, they baue 
murthe red my Hulband and two of my bꝛethꝛen. Palmenn 
without anſwering one wozd, appzeched to him that icvie 
ber, and gaue bim ſuch a rap en the pate, with a Pace that 
hee tarrped at his Saddle bowe, as with the stroke he fcll

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dead to the earth, making him ſare not fo eſcape, during 
the time that hee dealt with the other, Olorico had taken 
his carrpꝛe againſt another of them, whom he encountred 
ſo puiſſantlp, as the Knight bꝛeaking his Launce , Otorico 

thꝛuſt his quite thꝛough his bodte, where of Palmerin he ing 
glad, laid. 

To the reſt noble Pzince, fox wee are ſure two of them 
tan do vs no harme. With ſuch courage did the le Gallants 
beſtirre themſelues, as inlelle ſpace then halfe an how2e, 
ſire moꝛe of them were flaine : foz Palmerin neuer gaue 
Froke, but either he bꝛake an arme, head, oꝛ necke. The two 
which were left, ſering the hard fo2tune of their fellowes, 
would bize no further daunger, but toke themlelnes to 
flight with all the ſpede they could. When the Lady ſawe 
her ſelfe delineredof her enemies, ſhe came and humbled 


her ſelfe af Palmerins fte, earneſtly deſiring him not to | 


leaue her, but that it would pleaſe him to conuay her to her 

Caſtle n re at hand: whereuppon Vrbanillo alighting,

By the way hee rehearſed how hee that led her, had 
of long time loued her, but becauſo he was pꝛonde and of e⸗ 
uill conditions, her Father could not like ofthe match, but 
gaue her to a pong Gentleman his neighbour, who was a 
verie vertudus and wozthie minded Knight.

They ſtaping there thus bnhnowne 
to anp all the night, and the moſt parte of the dap, kit 
mn huſband, two of my bꝛethꝛen, end my ſelfe, tone Hozie, 
intending to go hunt at the Riners five, they ſming vs far 
inough from any reſkew, violently ſet on vs, killebdwy , 
Hulband and Bꝛethzen, and bzonght me away with then, 
the Traitour himlſelfe ſaying , that after hee had reniffed 
mo of mine honour, he * commit me io the like _

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by{he Gromes ol the &table > who when they had mutig, 
edthelr vallaincus wilies, Could put me to crucll and 
Wamcefull death. 

WBelcue me Badame, quoth Olorico, pou are happily 
doltuered from {up violence, and J trinke fall fuch lite 
zluff:ans were ſaſerued as thepare, Ladpes might pale 
though the Countrep ſafely and without danger. Upthis 
time they were come ko the Caſtle, where (becauſe it was 
night) the Bꝛidge was dzawne, but when the guard heard 
that the Lady was cetne, it was pzcſenilplet Towne, and 
one 6 them ranne tothe Ladies mother, Wwhokcaring he 

had leſt her Daughter, was now greatly comfozted, clpe- 
ctalip when thee vaderffode, that they which had llaine her 
Sonnes, were likewiſe killed themicines : and ccrtaineiy 
both the Mother and the Daughter reputed themlelues lo 
bchalting to theſe Knights, as they knew not in what lozt 
2 entertaine tzem, whereby they might expꝛedle their com 
02f, 

Wing berp hononrably vſed by theſe Ladies, after ſups 
per thep were conducted to their Chamber, where they res 
poſed themſelues that night, and the next moꝛzning came 


to take their leaue of the Ladies, tothe no little grefe 


both ofthe one and the other. All this dap they travalled. 
without any avaenture, till at length they came to a godly 


fountaine, where they aligbted to let their Bozſcs palture 


a white: and dauing refceſhed themſelues with certaine 
vituailes that Vrbanillo had pzouides foʒ them, Palmenn 


aide him done and flept, and Vrbanillo by bim, finding 


themlelues ſorne what wearie with riding ail the day. O- 
lorico being a yong Pzince, and deſirous to ſe any ſtrange

WMhen they ſawe that Pa'merin llept, one of them 
(fearing leaſt the noyſe of the Bozſes ſhould awake bim) 
alighted, and dꝛawing bis Swo2d, came there with to haue 
ſlaine him: but by god foꝛtune there arriued a Knight, who 
hat bene hunting there about all that dap, and hee cried to 
him with his Sword dzawne. Ah villaine, kill not the man 
that ſleprs. The Traitour ſœing this new come night 
fo bzaue a perſon, beganne tobe afraive, and therefo:e fept 
backe again a little,at what time Palmerin, by the knights 
crie, awaked, and ſ&ing him fo nere that thought to giue 
the mozfali ſtroke, was greatly amazed, ſodainely d2zaws 
ing his (wo2d to defende htmſelfe, not hauing the lepſure 
to put on his Helmet, by which occaſion he reteiued a ſmall 
wound bpon his head. The Knight ſ&ing the colyardly 
villainie of them that aſſailed Palmerin altogether, be ſttr⸗ 
red himſelfe ſo wozthily among them, as her that gaue the 
wound died ſone affer vnder his lwozd. UWhereppon the 
foure Knights diuided themſclues, two egainſt Palmerin, 
and two againſt him, who defended themſelues ſo wozthts 
ly, and had b2ought their enemies info ſuch danger, as they 
two that befoze eſcaped, ſeing to what danger the fight 
would tende, gaue the ſpurs to they?

Hoble Nnight, well may you giue thanks fo Yeauen,

bene my god happe to pꝛeuent pour ominous ſoztune, 3

Leaue ſuch ſp#chts 
to Women, quoth Palmerin , foz if we knewe befoze what 
would happen afterward, neuer ſhould we fall infoany i | 
conueniences, vut it is ſufficient that we haue ſo well cli 
ped, and let God haue the gloꝛie foz ſo happie deliutranct. 
By this time they were come to the Caſtle, and eutring 
the baſe Court, the Scruants came to take their Vo2ſes 
to the ſtable: meane while the Knight himſelfe went le 
abuertiſe the lady ot the other knights arriual, ſaping. Fall? 
- Leonarda, J pꝛap vou vouchſafe the beſt honour and enter, 


tainment pou can deuiſe, to two Gentlemen J haue —

And comming info the hall fo ſalute them, after many 
conrteſies deliuered on either ſide, the Lady ſceing Palme⸗ 
rias armour beſmeared with blond, by reaſon of the wound 
be reteiued on his hea». ſaide. A feare my Lo2d you ars very 
ſoze hurt, therefoze the ſoner it be (&ne to, the better eaſe 
pou ſhall finde. Yeereupon ber ſelfe holpe fo vnarme bim, 
and afterward bzonght him into a gedlp Chamber, where 
when ſhee had ſtaunched his bleeding, and bound bp the 
wound, be was laide in a marnailous rich bedde pzonided 
fo; him, ſhe pꝛomiling within ten dayes and leſſe to reſtoz8 
bim ſo well, as be would at pleaſure trauaile without any 
danger, 

Foz this kindneſſe Palmerin returned her many thanks, 
and becauſe hee might the better reſt without diſtur⸗ 
bance „ (he cauſed enerie one to depart the Chamber, her 
ſelfe likewiſe courteouſly bidding him god night. Palme- 
rin b&ing alone, loked rounde about the Chamer, ts ſex if 
by any armes of deuiſe , bæ might knowe the Knight that 
ſo happily deliuered him : af length, hard by his bed fide ho 
eſpied the Sh&lv of Fryſol , with the Sunne paintedthere- 
in, which hee well remembꝛed tobe his deniſe , whom foz 
Polynardaes loue he hated, accozding as you haue beard in 
the fozmer part of this Yiſtozie, which when he beheld, the 
teares trickling down his chækes, he thus began fo himſelf, 
I perceiue that the lady which laluted me on the mountain 
is of excellent knowledge, foz though the Anigbt bee my 
chefelt enemie, yet foz the honozable kindnefle he hath this 
day ſhe wed me, J wil fo2get all fozmer iniuries, and aus 
bim hence foꝛth as hie were my bzother , and hat I could

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the cheeleſt ſeate , the Emperour and Florendos onthe one 
fide, and the Eimpꝛeſle and Griana on the other: then was 
Palmerin ſwome Pꝛince of Greece, with all the obſeruati⸗ 
ons in ſuch cauſes accuſtomed, by all the Loꝛds of the Em⸗ 
pire , from the Emperoꝛ himſelle to the verie meaneſt Gen⸗ 
tleman. In like ſozts did the ſkates of Macedon, his Fa- 
ther Florendos firſt beginning, the Duke of Pontus next, 
and in the ſelle ſame oꝛder as the Imperialiſtes had done, 
This done, the Tables were couered, and all theP2mces 
placed accoꝛding to their dignities: the Emperour and Cm- 
pꝛeſſe at the chefeſt, the newe married couple at the ſecond, 
and the Pꝛince Palmerin at the third: ſo conſequentlythe 


Kings, Dꝛinces, Dukes, Marquſſes, Counties, and all the 
reſt in oꝛder. As ſoꝛ the magnificence of the ſeruice, the royal 


oꝛder obſerued, the Trpumphes, Momeries, Paſques, and 
dauncing : would but fill paper with nerdleſſe repozts , in 
that your iudgements can conceiue thereof ſuſticientlie. But 
the Tabels beeing withdꝛawne, the noble Gallants went 
and Armed themſclues , and entred the field which was aps 
pointed without the Cittie, and furniſhed with Scaffolves 
andſtandings fo; ihe Loꝛds and Ladies, where the afters 
none was ſpent bꝛauelie at Tylt and Tourney , with dain⸗ 
tie chiualrie perrv2med by Fryſoll, Olorico, the King of 
Sparta, the dukte of Pontus andmany other knights. Mhen 
night was come, and Supper ended, the Bꝛide and Bꝛide⸗ 
groe 1 bꝛought to their Chaniber „ and 
Florendos Urcing alone with his Ladie, thus begtnne, Ah 


ſwerte Madame, how mam ſoꝛrowes haue J endured, in 
expectation ot᷑ this long deſired heurc? but hauing at length 


compaſſed my wiſh , J holde my ſelſe ſufficientiie ſatiſſied: 
giuing credite to the aunciertpwncrbe, T ha: true loue ne- 
ver wanteth his reward, and that which I thought woulde 
haue bene my death, hath new returned mne greateſt honoꝛ 
and pꝛofit. Iri ſoth my Loꝛd, anſwered the Queene, I was 

euermoꝛe perſwaded of your ic paltie: but where necellitie 
Atullech, reaſon hath no place. And _ the extericur ＋ 
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The famous Hiſtorie 
J haue bene viſloyall to you : pet my heart, which firſt of aff 
I cue to pou, neuer diminiſhed in will to lcu? you firme- 
lie. Foꝛ which Tariſius verie often rep2oucd me ,notwith, 
ſtanding in the ende, and by the ſuffcraunce of God J think, 
he receiued tye rewarde, that the viurper of another mans 
right deſcructh.. But why ſhould we (my Lo2de ) call ncw 
to memoꝛie things paſt , oꝛ remember matters which bzxd 
nothing but heauinelſe ? it is foz you fo excuſe nee , and fo; 
my ſelfe to lous and honoz you . All the points of thep2 fo: 
mer diuoꝛce debated betweene them , to ſuch cffecte theyz 
picaſures ſoꝛted in the end, as that night ſhce concciucd with 
a Daughter, which pꝛwued to ber beyond all other in beau⸗ 
tie. On the moꝛrow the Paince Palmerin entred the Liſts 
ropall, becauſe this dape he deſired to Jouſt:beloꝛe him went 
the cheeleſt Pꝛinces of Greece on fate , and ſixe Tiompcts 
to make him wape: he managing his Hoꝛſe with ſuch lol⸗ 
tie voltages, as euerie one delighted to bchold him. Alter 
he had done his reuerente to the Emperour, hee gauc the 
ſpurres to his hozſe to encounter Fryſoll: but when they 
came to mate, Fryſoll thzewe by his Launce and would not 
touch him. The like did the Pzince Olorico and diucrs o⸗ 
ther Knights, whereat Palmerin ſomewhat angry, Urcke 
his Launce into the ground and bꝛake it: and cauſiiio him⸗ 
elfe to be vaarnied , went vp to the Cmpereur in his fans 
ding, to lee the paſtime of the other nights , and hee was 
no ſoner come, but the Empereur thus ipakc to hin. Ver 
not aflended my Donne , becauſe pou haue vnarmidycur 
ſelẽe without trpall of the Jouſt: fo2 the Bnightes haue 
done as beſt beſeemed them, not fo aduentiire 641 {hci 1.423 
and Hailer.

lie among them, and Armed in ſuch ſoꝛte as none ſhoulde 
know: him. In boerte, now is the laſt daye come, and the 
Emperour vnderſtanding that Palmerin woulde enter the 
Liſles diſguiſed, went to his ſtanding, and Palmerin ſe⸗ 
tretlie entring his Chamber, found there a white Armaur, 
(ach as the yong nights was accuſtomed to weare, which 
his Dwarfe had there pꝛouided foꝛ him: Armed himſelle 
pꝛeſentlie therewith, and mounted on a Yo!le ofthe ſme 
colour, entred the Fielde on the aſſailants ſide , becauſe he 
had heard, that this date the laing of Sparta would encoun⸗ 
tr the Duke of Pontus, Fryſoll, Olorico, and other of the 
molt gentle Rnightes in the tompanie. The Emperour 
knewe Palmerin, among all the reſt, and ſaid to Florendos: 
what thinke you (Sonne) of the white night? Do peu 
know him 2 No my Lozpe, quoih the Pance , J know not 
what her is but me thought hee entred with a iollie counte⸗ 
naunce, it now remaines to ſee what hee can do , At the 
encounter , Palmerin vnhoꝛſſed the Pꝛince Olorico , afters 
ward the Duke of Pontus, and fiue other kmghts in his 
tompanie: then hauing bꝛoken his Launce , the Emperoz 
ſent him another by a Squire, willing him ( foz his ſake) to 
imp oy it as he had done the other, but het would make no 
anſwer becauſe he ſeared tobe knowne. New was Fryſoll 
much cffended at the Paince Oloricos milioztume , where⸗ 
 f:ehe& would reuenge his Freendes cauſe ; but the king of 
Sparta, eſteemed a hardie and app2oued knight, kept bes 
twerne them, and being caſt from his hozſe,was ſo hurt with 
the fall, as he was caricd foꝛth of the Field to his Chamber, 
Then Fryſoll gaue ſpurres to his Hoꝛſe, and encoun⸗ 
fred Palmerin with ſuch priſſaunce , as hee made him loſe 
his ſtyꝛrops, and had hee not caught holde about his ho2{e 
necke, hz had fallen ts the ground: but Fryſoll, his foztime 
was ſo bad, as his Hoꝛſe ſlumbling fel down, and his Pay 
fer vnder him, whercuppon the Empereur ſaid to Flor en- 
dos, that the night in white Armour was his ſonne Pal-

Meruaile not my Loꝛde that Pznce Palmerin hath 
ſo god ſacceſſe , foꝛ in Allemaigne haue I ſene him do 
much moze then this, and ſo much, as my Loꝛde the Em, 
perour hath bene conſtrained fo commaund them gine 
ouer. Palmer ſeeing hunſelfe ÞaiCer ofthe Fielde, de- 
parted as ſecretlie as hee came thither , and ſo did the Em⸗ 
perour , Florendos, Griana , and all the other Ladies a- 
mong whome the pong Pꝛinceſle Armida wss moſt pen⸗ 
ſiue foz her Freendes niſfoztune , ſo that by her counte⸗ 
naunce her inwarde affectons might eaſilie bee diſcerned, 
But on the moxrowe , when Palmerin ſent foz all the 
Bnights of name with whome he had Jouſted , and cutrie 
one knewe that hee wonne the pꝛize of the laſt daics Try, 
umphe: the ſoꝛrowe ofthe Pzincefſe Armida was conuer⸗ 
ted into pleaſure , reputing it an honoz toher night to ba 
vnhoꝛſſed by her Bꝛother. 

When the Cmperour vnderſtode that Palmerin 
was teſting with the Knights , he came into the Hall, and 
taking him by the hande, merrilie ſaide. Ste hetre my 
Freendes the white knight, whome you all were fo deſi- 
rous to knowe , but if pou finde ponr ſelues agrecued with 
him, you mult laye the blame on mee: foz I was theonely | 
cauſe ol this enterpꝛiſe, fo the ende that hauing made open 
pꝛofe of himſelfe, you all might witneſſe his valour and 
bountte , who after me deceaſe mult be your Loꝛd and Go⸗ 
uernour.

wherat the ſoldan now growing offended, ſent an Ambaſſa⸗ 
dour to commannd him, pꝛeſently to determine on his obedi⸗ 
ence, oꝛ elſe he would ouer⸗æxun his Countrcy with a mighte 
Armie, and put both olde and pong to the S woꝛde.

Juthe middeſt of the Court was a godly Tombe, ens 
Hoſed with barres of beaften.Galde, and duer it tote a 
godly Table of Chziſtal, vppelde by foure Daty2s of Agas 
tha: and on the Table was pictured the perſonages of a 
Ladie, dzawne by ſuch curious arte and wozkmanſhip, as 
hardly conld it be equalled th;oughthe wozld, Palmerin 
appꝛoche d fo behold the counterfeit , which helde in the one 
bande a Bette falt Mutte, and in the other a Key of Golde, 
popnting with theKeyp towarde the Gate of the Pallate:

30000. Archers on hozſebacke, the two Pꝛintes Tomano 
and Drumino had in charge, and the rere ward was gouer- 
ned by the two Ringes of Seuita and Garara. The Sol⸗ 
danes power being ozdained in vattatlewiſe, within few 
dayes alter the fight beganne, which continued with ſuch 
danger oxeither ſide, as the vickozie hung very long in 
ſuſpence. In the ende, after a mightie maſſacre made of the 
Perſians, among whom was Donadcl Pzince of Siconia 
flaine, with many other great Califes andLo2ds, the Sol- 
dane himſeife was taken pꝛiſoner by Palmerin, ę ſent bound 
with letters of Gold tothe Pꝛinceſſe Zephira. The Peſ⸗ 
ſenger comming tothe Pꝛinceſſe Chamber, declared how 
Palmerin had ſent her that pziſoner, to entreate him as her 
ſelfe liked beſt.

Al theſe ſpeeches tould not qua⸗ 
lifle her humour, foz loue had ſo emboldened her with ſuch 
bnſhamelaſtnefle, as ſhee made no conſciente of following
